Gibbons explained that he is particularly 
anxious to have Whitmore serve as a mem¬ 
ber of the House ways and means committee 
until the State’s- major budget and financial 
problems are overcome by the Legislature. 

He said he realized that Whitmore could 
not spare the time to continue as chairman 
of the important ways and means committee 
but that even as an ordinary member he 
could guide and advise the other members on 
handling the matters which will come before 
them. 

While Gibbons didn’t say so directly, he 
made it plain that the first four or five 
months of 1954 will be critical ones on Bea¬ 
con Hill and that Whitmore’s experience will 
be sorely needed. 

Whitmore took over the chairmanship of 
the ways and means committee immediately 
after the sudden death of Roy C. Smith last 
March, and he did an excellent job of direct¬ 
ing the committee in handling the financial 
problems dropped in its lap. 

The Herter administration, of course, 
hopes to achieve a reduction in the State in¬ 
come tax next year and to wipe out the in¬ 
crease added to the books during the regime 
of ex-Governor Dever. Whitmore helped to 
pave the way last spring for such a tax sav¬ 
ing, but a tight rein must still be held on 
State expenditures. 

Gibbons apparently realizes that there is 
little possibility now that he will be able to 
talk Whitmore into continuing as a legislator 
until the State budget for the next fiscal year 
is adopted, but he is hopeful that the people 
of Newton may understand the importance 
of the situation and that pressure may come 
from them to induce Whitmore to divide 
his time between two jobs. 

It’s quite unusual to have the Speaker of 
the Massachusetts House imploring the 
people of a major city to get along with a 
part-time Mayor for four or five months, 
while the State puts its own financial prob¬ 
lems in order, but that in effect is what Gib¬ 
bons is doing. 

Unless there is some expression of senti¬ 
ment from Newton voters to the contrary, 
Whitmore probably will conclude his legisla¬ 
tive career immediately after his inaugura¬ 
tion as Mayor. He has been unyielding in 

his intention to resign from the House. 

• • # 

The Shadow of the Coming Election Will 
Be Apparent in Next Session of Congress 

So many important and controversial 
matters will be awaiting the attention of 
members of Congress, when they return to 
Capitol Hill early next month, that it seems 
obvious they won’t be able to act on all of 
them and still get out of Washington in time 
to campaign for reelection next fall. 

Since the one consideration a Congress¬ 
man invariably places above all others iB his 
own reelection, the guess at this date is that 
a number of issues will be pigeon-holed and 
by-passed during 1954 unless the law-makers 
put on an expected and unprecedented burst 
of speed. 

We suspect, for example, that the Hawaii- 
ans and Alaskans will still be clamoring for 
Statehood, when the members of Congress 
pack up and go home to devote themselves 
to building their political fences, and that 
proposals for amending the Taft-Hartley law 
will still be in the talking stage a year from 
now. 

Before 1954 is many months old, a good 
many Congressmen are likely to regret that 
they didn’t remains in session later this 
year instead of adjourning on August 1 for 
a five-month period. The desire of the Con¬ 
gressmen to get away from the heat of Wash¬ 
ington for part of the summer is easy to ap¬ 
preciate, but we never have been able to un¬ 
derstand why they couldn’t and shouldn’t 
get back on the job about the middle of Sep¬ 
tember in a non-election year and clean up 
some of their unfinished business. 

There Is substantial evidence, how¬ 
ever, that Republicans and Democrats 
alike already are thinking in terms of 
votes and the coming election which will 
cast its shadow over the entire congres¬ 
sional session from the time the opening 
gavel falls. 

For instance, opposition already is being 
voiced by members of the powerful House 
ways and means committee to a White House 
proposal for increasing the social security 
taxes paid by both employers and employees 
Ys of 1 per cent. 

They admit privately that the recommen¬ 
dation is a sound one, but it has some poli¬ 
tical implications which the Congressmen 
surmise might cost them votes when the 
chips are down on the first Tuesday of next 
November, and tbe rise may be delayed for 
a year—until after election. 

The plan of the Eisenhower administra- 
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tion is to have the higher social security de¬ 
ductions go into effect on January 1 along 
with the 10 per cent reduction in income 
taxes. 

But it has occurred to politically minded 
Congressmen that this actually would cut 
slightly the take-home pay of a man with 
several dependents earning a modest salary 
who now pays no income taxes. They reason 
with some logic that if the take-home pay of 
such an individual were lowered 30 or 35 
cents a week it would be difficult to convince 
him that he had profited from the reduction 
of taxes. 

President Eisenhower has plenty of 
grounds for concern, as he prepares for what 
may be a crucial year of his administration, 
but one thing definitely in his favor is that 
most of the recommendations contained in 
his program were also in the Democratic 
platform. 

This means that in a ma jority of the 
battles which will he waged on Capitol 
Hill during the coming year a goodly 
number of Democrats w ill be lined up on 
Ike’s side. It would be a curious thing if 
on some issues Mr. Eisenhower were to 
draw more support from the Democrats 
than from the Republicans. That is 
completely possible. , 

The fact, of course, is that the President 
will not be able to get anything enacted into 
law without some Democratic help, and in 
looking ahead to their own campaigns the 
Democrats are counting on being able to 
shout to the voters that they were respon¬ 
sible for the good laws placed on the statute 
books and at the same time blame the Re¬ 
publicans for what is left undone. 

Ike will have a working majority in the 
national House that will be so small that 
two Republicans could create a deadlock by 
bolting the G. O. P. There will be 219 Re¬ 
publicans and 215 Democrats in the House, 
and it is no secret that a number of the Old 
Guard Republicans do not see eye to eye with 
President Eisenhower on many important 
issues. 

In the Senate, which is Republican in 
name only, the President will have no ma¬ 
jority at all. That body is now composed of 
48 Democrats, 47 Republicans and one Inde¬ 
pendent who votes with the Republicans for 
organization purposes but against them on 
almost every other matter of consequence. 

One of the bitterest fights, for which 
the President probably can count on 
little Democratic help, will centre on his 
efforts to prevent the excise taxes from 
being cut too severely. 

As matters now stand, the federal excise 
taxes are scheduled to go out of existence 
next April 1. In order to avert too great a 
loss in revenue, Ike, it is anticipated, will 
seek their continuance in some form. 

A good many members of his party will 
break away from him on that issue, and it is 
doubtful that he will be able to muster the 
support of enough Democrats to make up 
the difference. 

As President Eisenhower prepares for 
the task of handling the 83rd Congress in 
its second year, he undoubtedly realizes 
how much he’s going to miss the help and 
guidance of the man who fought him down 
to the wire for the G. O. P. Presidential nom¬ 
ination—the late Senator Robert A. Taft. 

• • • 

Governor Herter will have a substantially 
greater working majority in the two branch¬ 
es of the Massachusetts Legislature than 
President Eisenhower will have in Congress. 

But Herter can look for little or no Demo¬ 
cratic help on most questions. 

At their recent conclave in Worcester 
the Democratic legislators went on record 
as favoring the expenditure of more money 
and the collection of less taxes and as op¬ 
posed to crime, communism and corruption 
—and, presumably, sin in any form. 

From the intimations voiced by the Demo¬ 
cratic State law-makers, it is apparent that 
during the coming session on Beacon Hill 
the strategy of the minority members will 
follow the line of the first two points irv their 
ingenious program. 

They will vote for measures^mvolving the 
spending of money and against any taxes to 
pay the bills. That’s invariably the course 
followed by a minority party when it is not 
responsible for the orderly conduct of the 
State government.

For MDC Pool 
In N. Corner 


A MDC swimming pool In New¬ 
ton Corner, accessible to children 
of both th. 1 Garden City and 
Watertown, has been requested 
in a bill filed in the legislature 
for the transfer of available 
funds to the construction of a 
local pool. • 

The bill, which was filed by 
Sen. Richard H. Lee and Aider- 
man Paul S. Rich, asks that the 
money remaining in an MDC 
fund for swimming pools be as¬ 
signed to "construction of a pool 
in Newton, near the Watertown 
Bridge." 

No exact location for the pool 
is mentioned in the bill, as that 
will be decided by the Metropoli¬ 
tan District Commission after 
consulting with both towns in¬ 
volved. About $250 000 remains 
in the MDC pool appropriations. 

The money available has been 
tentatively assigned to a swim¬ 
ming pool on Pleasant street, 
Watertown. Because of traffic 
hazards on the narrow, heavily- 
traveled street, however, the 
MDC has been reluctant to go 
through with the project. 

Alderman Rich expressed con¬ 
fidence that the pool would be 
built, as it is the MDC policy to 
construct the bathing facilities 
in places where they may be used 
by children from more than one 
community.

Seeks Legislation 
To Prevent Family 
Fights Over W ith 

Assistant Attorney General 
Casper T. Dorfman of Newton 
Centre has asked the legislature 
to enact a bill designed to pre¬ 
vent court, contests over wills 
and bitter family fights over 
estates. 

Under Dorfman’s proposal 
filed in the House of Represen¬ 
tatives in his behalf by Rep. 

1 Augustus G. Means, a person 
, making a will while still alive 
| could appear before a probate 
| court and have his testimony 
recorded as to his soundness of 
mind and his reasons for mak¬ 
ing bequests. In this manner, 
aceording to Dorfman, the testa¬ 
tor could perpotuate his testi¬ 
mony in anticipation of future 
litigation initiated by disgrun¬ 
tled heirs on any issue affect¬ 
ing the validity of the will. 

The proposed law also would 
, permit a person making a will 
j to perpetuate in the same man¬ 
ner the sworn testimony of oth¬ 
er persons, including psychia¬ 
trists, and to request the court 
to give notice to all interested 
persons and presumptive heirs, 
devisees and legatees. 

Testimony thus taken would 
be preserved as a permanent 
court record upon payment of a 
$50 fee. 

Dorfman said he was promp¬ 
ted in filing this proposed bill 
because of the many attempts 
I by disgruntled persons to thwart 
I the desires of a testator after he 
! is dead and can no longer answer 
j fictitious charges concerning his 
state of mind and charges of 
undue influence by objects of his

cut to the outside, Newton, passer Art DeStefano barreled 
through to drop the hefty runner on the Newton 43. Brook¬ 
line fans, who had been on their feet screaming ever since 
the electrifying 95-yard runback, urged their boys to keep 
running through and around the Newton frontier. And on 
the Orange and Black side of the field, hopes were dropping 
I with an almost audible thud. 

Two savagely-swift running plays followed, and Brook- 
I line had a first down on the 31. Two more rushes netted five 
yards, and then Newton rose to the occasion. Brookline had 
been running the ends with no difficulty, but somehow half- j 
hack Ercole Iafrate managed to get through the Brookline 
blockers to drop the runner for a three-yard loss.... With 
fourth down approaching, both teams knew this was “it.” A 
first-and-ten situation would probably give Brookline all the 
impetus it needed, while Newton desperately needed the ball 
to try to score. 

Coach Harry Downes sent in a substitute with the play, 
and quarterback Eric Horter faded to pass. Four Newton 
linemen poured in on Horter, but the quarterback merely re¬ 
treated a few steps and lobbed the pigskin over their heads 
to Sullivan, who stood champing at the bit, ready to fly, be¬ 
hind a wall of blockers.... Somehow Newton tackle Roy Fer¬ 
guson—who later said he "smelled” something coming—was 
standing right beside Sullivan when the fullback caught the 
ball, and Ferguson tackled the Brookline player even before 
he could come back down to the turf after catching the ball. 

I Without that tackle, Sullivan was off to the races_That 

I play ended the third period, and DeStefano got Newton roll¬ 
ing again.with a long heave to Billy Hamill, placing the ball 
on Brookline’s 27. The Orange and Black was on its way un¬ 
til a fumble gave Brookline possession on the 16. Again 
black crepe decorated the Newton stands.... The Orange 
frontier stiffened, and Brookline punted four yards over 
midfield. Seven plays later, Iafrate—who carried on five of 
the plays—squirted into the open from the 17 and Newton 
had regained the advantage. Fitzgerald booted the point 
| after to make the score 20-13. 

Brookline was far from dead, and promptly inarched 
G9 yards with the kickoff in six running plays. Tommy Tay¬ 
lor scored from the 16, spinning and driving away from New¬ 
ton tacklers until he dove into the end gme.... The pass 
from center on the point-after was high, and three Newton 
linemen smashed in together to smother the attempt. With 
time running out, Coach Bud Hawkes instructed his boys to 
| stay on the ground, try to grind out a first down slowly and 
run out the, clock. 

On the second play after the kickoff, Iafrate seemed 
, well on his way to a first down around right end when he 
tried to hurdle a tackier, was unceremoniously dumped on 
j his ear, and the ball spurted loose until gathered in by Brook- 
i line’s Sullivan.... Sullivan then circled right end for 14 
yards, placing the pigskin on the Newton 41. The brilliant 
fullback was winded on the play, and when he tried another 
sweep he was dropped for a two-yard loss. Two incompleted 
passes followed, and when Sullivan was dropped short of a 
first down on a screen pass, the Orange and Black had the 
championship wrapped up. DeStefano carried the ball him¬ 
self on a sneak, and the game ended.There was actually 

no need for the game to end up in such breath-taking fashion, 
for Newton could have wrapped it up easily in the first half. 1 
Brookline played the opening canto in the shadow of its own 
goalposts, gaining only 60 yards and two first downs. The 
Orange and Black kept knocking at the door, but ihanks to 
the officials—who were waving red flags like B & A switch¬ 
men—Brookline remained within shooting distance.. There 
were actually not many penalties; it just seemed that way 
since they came about every time a Newtonite crossed the 
goal line. i 

A good nickname for this year’s championship eleven 
might be the "Coronary Kids.” This was not a season for 
weak hearts, for never has an undefeated, untied team come 

so close to disaster in so many games_Although the 

1 scores do not indicate the nearness of its victories, all the 
gaqies—with the exception of the first few—have been bat¬ 
tles down to the final wire. In the long run, it was a case of 
taking advantage of opportunities and making fewer mis¬ 
takes than the opposition that enabled the Orange and Black 

to enjoy its first un-un season since 1921_There mav 

have been more talented teams than this in Newton history, 
hut the o3 gridsters will take second place to no one as far 
as unquenchable spirit and determination are concerned.

If you visit at the Samuel D. 
Robbins Speech Clinic at 145 
Beacon street, Boston, any Tues¬ 
day or Thursday afternon, you 
will find a vivacious young 
mother and her fine looking thir¬ 
teen year old son. The story the 
mother has to tell is most Impor¬ 
tant. 

For 13 years I have traveled 
from clinic to clinic, from doctor 
to doctor. No one could help my 
boy. He could hardly speak, he 
couldn't learn. They wanted to 
put him In a mental Institution. 
They said he would never learn. 
Then, I read about the Emerson 
College Women’s Committee and 
the clinic In the Society page of 
a daily newspaper. I made an ap¬ 
pointment with Miss Perry. She 
explained my boy’s troubles to 
me. It Is Aphasia, the result of a 
birth Injury. Miss Perry has 
shown me that my boy can be 
taught! She has given me my 
first ray of hope!” 

There are three million people 
who suffer from speech defects in 
this country. These people need 
Speech Therapy! They actually 
number over six times the total 
number of blind, deaf, crippled 
and mentally defective combined. 
This group cannot often speak for 
aid themselves. They need help 
and they need it Immediately! 

There are very few clinics in 
this area and the existing few 
are over-crowded. 

In the summer of 1952 a small 
group of five women met at 
Emerson College to discuss the 
great need. The cause was too 
enormous, too overwhelming to 
be neglected. They formed the 
Emerson College Women’s Com¬ 
mittee, raised funds and together 
with Dr. S. Justine McKinley, 
president of Emerson College, 
and Miss Catherine C. Perry, as¬ 
sociate professor of Speech 
Therapy, the clinic was born. 
Miss Perry incidentally is not be¬ 
ing paid for her services at the 
clinic this year. She is so anxious 
to help that she will do anything 
until more funds are raised. The 
clinic is named for one of the 
great pioneers of Speech Therapy. 
His experiments at Harvard in 
1918 led to the awakening of the 
need for the scientific develop¬ 
ment of Speech Therapy. Since 
he retired from active teaching at 
the College last year, the clinic 
was named for him. A just honor 
to this modest hero of Science. 

On November 3, 1953. the Na¬ 
tional Conference of Christians 
and Jews sent two representa¬ 
tives to the • clinic, Mr. John 
Drummey and Rabbi Joseph 
Shubow to commend Dr. McKin¬ 
ley, Catherine Perry and the 
Emerson College Women’s Com¬ 
mittee, not only on their great 
service to the community, but on 
the splendid, intelligent example 
of inter-faith activity.

Whitmore Will Quit House Seat by Jan. 1... 

Turns Down Pleas That He Fill Both Jobs... 

Mayor-elect Howard Whitmore, Jr., has refused to 
change his mind about resigning from the State Legislature, 
despite pressure from Speaker Charles Gibbons and other 
Republican leaders on Beacon Hill to finish out his legislative 
term. 

The able, serious-minded Whitmore has declared that 
he will vacate his seat in the House of Representatives not 
later than New Year’s Day, when he will be inaugurated as 
Mayor of Newton.

Sale of Cwreeting 
Cards Indicates 
Huge Yule Mail 

One of the baro'meters used by 
the Post Office Department In 
ascertaining the potential Christ¬ 
mas mail load is the survey con¬ 
ducted among card manufactur¬ 
ers to determine current sales of 
Christmas cards. 

This survey shows that JO per 
cent more cards were sold for 
1953 than last Christmas and 
that daily sales are far higher * 
than a year ago. The Boston 
Postal District alone handled 
well over 200 million Christmas 
cards last year so that it would 
now appear a 20 million increase 
can be expected. 

Foreign Christmas cards are 
now being mailed In great num¬ 
bers and it has been noticeable 
that a considerable amount of 
insufficiently prepaid surface 
mail for delivery in foreign coun¬ 
tries is reaching U. S. dispatch¬ 
ing exchange offices. Many 
people who correspond with rela¬ 
tives and friends overseas only 
at the Christmas, season are not 
aware that the old flve-cent for¬ 
eign mail rate has been Increased 
to eight-cents for the- first 
ounce and four cents for each 
additional ounce, with the ex¬ 
ception of Canada and Mexico, 
which still remain at three-centis 
per ounce. 

International mail, according 
to postal officials, with insuffi¬ 
cient postage is delivered only 
after the payment of a penalty

Whitmore is serving as a legislative 
member of the Baby Hoover Commission 
which is concluding its service and goes out 
of existence Dec. 31, and Gibbons, who has 
refused to give up his hope of holding the 
Newton man in the House, also is anxious 
to have him guide the Commission to the 
end of its work. 

Mayor-elect Whitmore has explained to 
Gibbons that the people of Newton have had 
a full-time chief city executive for the past 
six years and that they need a Mayor who 
can and will devote his entire time to the job. 

He also has pointed out that the people 
of Newton have a right to expect a full¬ 
time Mayor in view of the fact that they 
voted to increase the salary for the job to 
$12,000 a year. 

Whitmore lias informed Gibbons that 
he doesn’t consider lie could perform both 
jobs adequately, that he couldn’t possibly 
give the time to continue serving on the 
important House ways and means commit¬ 
tee and that he can see no point to rush¬ 
ing in and out of the State House in order 
to cast an occasional vote. 

Gibbons is still unconvinced and insists 
that if the people of Newton realized the 
important contribution Whitmore could 
make to the Herter administration by re¬ 
maining on the House ways and means com¬ 
mittee during 1954, they would want him to 
do so. 

The conscientious Whitmore doesn’t see 
it that way, however. He considers now’ that 
his first obligation and responsibility is to 
the people of Newton who elected him their 
Mayor and that there isn’t really any point 
to further discussion of the matter. 

As far as he is concerned, the decision 
has been made. Since he’s the one doing the 
resigning, the subject seemingly is closed, 
and now it’s just a question of when Gibbons 

will accept his resignation. 

• • • * 

Legislature Faces Bitter Partisan Fights... 

Even though Beacon Hill will be turned 
into a political battleground before 1954 is 
more than a few w’eeks old, Republican lead¬ 
ers have determined that the coming session 
of the State Legislature will be one of the 
most businesslike held in recent years. 

Speaker Charles Gibbons has notified 
the chairmen of the House committees that 
as little time as possible is to be wasted and 
that hearings are to be started the Monday 
after the Legislature is convened. 

That means Gibbons is going to try to 
get the House off to an unprecedented 
burst of speed five clays after the session 
is open. One reason for his strategy is 
that he undoubtedly realizes that bitter 
partisan fights w ill consume a vast amount 
of time during the first months of the New 
Year. 

Unlike Congress, which procrastinated 
and put off most of its important issues un¬ 
til 1954, the State Legislature accomplished 
a great deal during its 1953 session. 

In addition to the highly controversial 
plan for changing the Congressional dis¬ 
tricts, however, it will have before it such 
measures as a proposed reduction in the 
State income tax, a salary increase for State 
employees, a change in the law covering 
MTA finances so that the road won’t have 
to pay its own way, bills for correcting ex¬ 
isting pension abuses and for the reorgan¬ 
ization of the district court system. 

It will be a busy and probably hectic 
year at the State House and from the time 
they go into session the leaders will be aim¬ 
ing for a prorogation about July 1 so that 
the members can get home to their districts 
during the summer and start building their 

fences for next year’s elections. 

• • • • 

Adlai E. Stevenson, who appears to be 
quipping his way toward the , Democratic 
Presidential nomination in 1956, didn’t 
make any hit with civil-right Democrats in 
the North with his recent speech in Georgia. 

Adlai expressed his happiness that the 
lot of the colored people in Georgia had 
“enormously improved.” This observation 
followed closely on the heels of an announce¬ 
ment by Georgia’s Governor Herman Tal- 
madge that if the U. S. Supreme Court out¬ 
laws segregation in the State’s public 
schools, he will sponsor a constitutional 
amendment to make Georgia's public school 

system private. 

• • • • 

Revamping of Congressional Districts 
Seen as Harmful to State GOP Slate ... 

Some very shrewd Republican politicians 
are not at all enthusiastic over the plan for 
revamping the Congressional districts in 
Massachusetts in an attempt to give the 


G.O.P. another two Bay State seats in the 
national House. 

While the move is aimed at bolstering 
the Republican party nationally, it could al¬ 
so have the effect of hurting the G.O.P. 
State ticket in next November’s election, in 
the opinion of some very sound students of 
politics. 

If there is any public reaction to’the 
Gerrymander—and it is likely there will be, 
if it is pushed through—it is bound to be 
unfavorable to the Republican cause. 

A great many voters may not relish 
the idea of being shuttled from one Con¬ 
gressional district to another. Admirers of 
Congressman John W. Heselton or Congress- 
woman Edith Nourse Rogers may resent 
being shifted out of their districts and may 
feel that they are being used as political 
paw’ns. 

That is the danger involved in the sit¬ 
uation both for Governor Herter and the 
other G.O.P. State-wide office-holders and 
for Republican legislators, whose own dis- j 
tricts take in communities which are being 
shuffled around in the Gerrymander. 

There is a definite possibility that if 
they force through the Gerrymander, they 
may win a battle for President Eisenhower 
and the Republicans in Congress, and lose 
a political war for themselves. 

Feeling over the Gerrymander would be 
at its height when next fall’s elections are 
being held, and unless the Republican party 
in Massachusetts is in unusually good shape 
it will be risking a good deal to pick up two 
additional seats in Congress. 

One glaring weakness in the Gerry¬ 
mander plan is that there is no certainty 
whatever that voters who have been 
marking their ballots for Congresswoman 
Rogers or Congressman Heselton will give 
their support to any candidate the Re¬ 
publican party may nominate for Con¬ 
gress. 

Mrs. Rogers and Heselton have built up 
big followings in their districts. They give 
excellent service—to Democrats as well as 
Republicans—and they are popular with 
members of both parties. 

They win by wide margins in each elec¬ 
tion. but in doing so they run well ahead 
of other members of their party. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, there is no assurance that the 
Republicans could hold either district if 
Heselton or Mrs. Roges were to retire. 

When Heselton first won election in 1944, 
he achieved his seat by a very slim margin, 
but he has steadily built his strength since 
then until he is now unbeatable. But it 
would be a serious mistake to assume that 
all the people who vote for either him or 
Mrs. Rogers are Republicans. 

It is obvious that the Gerrymander is 
intended simply as a temporary stop-gap 
measure which would serve its purpose only 
while Heselton and Mrs. Rogers are on the 
political scene. 

An element of uncertain'v exists on Bea¬ 
con Hill as to whether Congressman Herter 
will give the go-ahead signal to the pro¬ 
posed Gerrymander and risk the effect it 1 
may have on his own candidacy when he 
stands for reelection next fall. 

The Democrats, of course, will oppose i 
the Gerrymander to a man, will make it ; 
a party issue and will make as much poli-' 
tieal capital of it as they can. The fact 
that they would do precisely the same 
thing in reverse, if they controlled the 
two branches of the Legislature and the 
Governor’s office, is strictly beside the 
point and will he disregarded. 

They will offer themselves as shining 
white supporters of the cause of righteous¬ 
ness and picture their Republican brethren 
as political pilferers. Needless to say, the 
G.O.P. will be at quite a disadvantage in 
such a fight. 

• i • • 

Congresswoman Rogers is on sound 
ground in her attempts to increase the fed¬ 
eral income tax exemption for children to 
$1000 for each child. As Mrs. Rogers points 
out, the persent allowance of $600 per child 
is so inadequate as to be ridiculous. 

The income tax exemptions have long 
been in need of overhauling and revision, 
and there is little question but that Mrs. 
Rogers’ proposal should be adopted. This 
probably will be one of the hot questions 1 
debated at the coming session of Congress, i 
but she is certain to receive a great deal of 
support.

West Newton Branch Library 

The West Newton Athenaem. 
in 1894, was the first village 
Reading Room to become a 
branch of the Newton Free Li¬ 
brary. And as far back as 1798, 
there has been a Social Library 
Society in the West Parish in 
Newton. The building now hous¬ 
ing the West Newton Branch 
Library was presented to the 
City in 1926, and dedicated as 
a Memorial Library with an 
Honor Roll of those from the 
locality who served in World War 
I. This branch library was made 
possible by generous gifts of 
citizens of West Newton, and t#ie 
names of the contributors are 
happily recorded in a handsome 
leather and gold volume in the 
care of the present librarian, Mrs. 
Early. 

The Adults' Reading room has 
a vaulted ceiling somewhat like 
a chapel. On the south wall, the 
Memorial Windows given by the 
school children of West Newton 
are flanked by large bronze lan¬ 
terns (also a memorial) and 
metal plaques listing the names 
of those who fell in World War I. 

Over a handsome fireplace, a 
bronze Puritan stands with 
serene eye appraising a Refer¬ 
ence Case and a display of 
periodicals. 

“Who are the readers here?" 
I asked Mrs. Early. 

"People who have retired from 
business and consider the library 
their second home. Students 
from the High School and other 
local schools who avail them¬ 
selves of the literature from the 
cases marked, "High School 
Shelf, and St. Bernard’s Shelf”. 
The Police Station, Court-house, 
and d Fire Station are in West 
Newton". So it seems that a 
very large percentage of these 
local residents — merchants, 
house-wives, professional men 
and women, teen agers and pre- 
teens, city employees and office 
workers all frequent the West 
Newton Branch Library for in¬ 
struction and for diversion. 

Downstairs, Mrs. Sullivan 
reigns over the Children’s Room. 
For their amusement, she has 
arranged an assortment of fan¬ 
tastic driftwood animals with 
sea-shell eyes. She encourages 
the boys and girls in painting 
murals in their classrooms, and 
selects a few to decorate the 
library each month. 

Some art work from the Davis 
and Franklin Schools was par¬ 


ticularly arresting. Some fifth- 
graders demonstrated their feel¬ 
ing for the Land of Egypt in 
muted blues and browns that 
mapped out the River Nile flow¬ 
ing through a desert punctuated 
by the Sphinx, some Obelisks 
and Mosques, with here and 
there an oasis of palms. 

On the opposite wall, the sec¬ 
ond-graders’ piquant impression 
of a Village Square, and a heav¬ 
ily trafficked Transportation 
Poster held the attention of two 
impatient borrowers who were 
forced to wait their turn at the 
desk before their books could be 
checked out. 

Throughout the City of New¬ 
ton, there seems to be a kinship 
among the librarians of all 
branches. It is apparent in their 
manner of greeting a visitor to 
these reading rooms and assist¬ 
ing in finding the particular book 
the guest of the library is search¬ 
ing for. This is so, not predom¬ 
inantly for the student tracking 
down some obscure reference in 
his school work, but is most 
marked by the warm solicitude 
these librarians show toward 
each child who enters to explore 
the wealth of the library.

churches. The occasion was the i 
observance of World Community [ 
Day. sponsored by the Newton 
Council of Cnurch Women, held I 
I recently at the First Baptist j 
' Church in Newton Centre. 

Pointing out the fact that there i 
is only one real juvenile court in 
Massachusetts. Dr. Fowell an¬ 
nounced that last year 4798 juven- 
i'es appeared in 73 Massachusetts 
cotirts, and that, for each of 
these several others were brought 
j before the police. In 1951. he 
! stated, police dealt with over a 
million juveniles throughout the 
! country, and of these only seven 
j per cent came from homes where 
parents are active in church. One 
of the best approaches to the 
problem, therefore, he said, is 
, to increase church attendance. 

! but that concerned dtizens must 
| reach beyond the church to be 
I effective. 

Emphasizing the impcfctanco 
of the roi churches must play 
| in counteracting the upward 
swing of juvenile delinquency, 
Dr. Fowell asked the audience 
to encour-Hge children to attend 
Sunday school and church, and 
1 to make the church program 
more interesting to young people. 
He urged churches to reach the 
unwanted, unpopular, and re¬ 
jected boys and ‘girls in the com¬ 
munity, and make them a part of 
the church group. A definite 
step forward could be taken, he 
I said, if each church would form 
a committee to investigate the 
community’s prbgram for young 
people, and then cooperate with 
other organizations to improve 
the city’s facilities for youth. He 
pointed out the importance of 
understanding the problems of 
young people in prison, and of 
meeting their needs in prison and 
after their release. 

Dr. FowolI\, address was given 
n connection with the statewide 
educational campaign of the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Council of Churches. 
This month 7.D00 packets of liter¬ 
ature presenting the problem of 
juvenile delinquency, its causes, 
and its cures, have been sent to 
ministers and to presidents of 
women’s, men’s ancl young peo¬ 
ple’s organizations in the Protes¬ 
tant churches throughout the 
state. The 1,500,000 constituents 
of the Massachusetts Council of 
Churches will thus be made* 
aware of the problem and asked 
to make a positive attempt 
toward its solution.

25,000 minimum. He emphasized 
that he was objecting to the ex¬ 
tent of the upgrading and agreed 
some revision was needed. 

Alderman Richard H. Lovell 
characterized the increase as 
"protection for the ultimate pur¬ 
chaser." If there is 9220 allowed 
for a building lot, he said, plans 
are brought in using up the en¬ 
tire 9220 feet. The minimum 
would give the potential home 
buyer a chance to get a better, 
less crowded home, he maintains. 

Mr, Lovell predicted that un¬ 
less the mlnimums are raised, the 
city will lose many of its older 
residents who object to seeing 
spacious neighboring estates bro¬ 
ken up into a "sea of roofs." He 
quoted new minimums set up by 
surroundmg towns which also 
have been faced with overcrowd¬ 
ing by houses on many small 
lots. 

The measure was passed on a 
roll-call vote of 15-1, with only 
Alderman Cannon registering his 
opposition. 

The proposal drew the fire of 
more than 100 Newton residents 
and builders last month at a pub¬ 
lic hearing in City Hall. Edward 
C. Proctor of 78 Glen ave¬ 
nue, Newton Centre, spokesman 
for a group of prominent New¬ 
ton housing developers, claimed 
the change would result in a 
great hardship for the builders 
and would severely damage the 
city. 

He cited records of the Assess¬ 
ing Department to show there has 
been no rush of cheap home 
building in the city, pointing out 
that houses constructed recently 
in Wards 3 and 5 had an average 
assessment of $16,760. 

At this hearing, Mr. Ajigevine 
assured many of those objecting 
that lot subdivisions already es¬ 
tablished would not be affected 
by the new ordinance.

tion was held to fill the seat 
vacated by Representative Chris¬ 
tian A. Herter, Jr. 

A total vote of 5.563 was cast 
representing only about 20 per 
cent of the total number eligible 
to vote in the election. 

Although Gibbs won the con¬ 
test by a comfortable margin, 
his total vote did not far ex¬ 
ceed the combined total vote of 
Cooke and Sheehan, who be¬ 
tween them obtained an even 
2,400 votes with only 50 blanks 
cast at the election. 

Gibbs carried every Ward in 
the district, taking Wards 2, 
3 and 7 by wide margins but 
winning Ward 1 by only 3 votes 
over Cooke. Sheehan’s vote did 
not prove a factor in cither the 
vote cast for Gibbs or that cast 
for Cooke. 

In the primary contest held 
earlier, 4,396 Republican ballots 
were oast and only 846 Demo 
cratic ballots cast. In the elec¬ 
tion Tuesday Cooke, the Demo¬ 
cratic nominee, obtained a total 
of 1,683 votes or almost twice 
as many Democratic votes as 
was cast in the primary. At the 
election Tuesday, Gibbs received 
3,113 Republican votes as com¬ 
pared with a Republican vote 
cast in the primary of 4,396. 

These figures would appear to 
indicate either that the Demo¬ 
cratic forces are mustering 
more strength in this strongly 
Republican city, or the voters in 
the Republican party were leth¬ 
argic in their duty to vote in the 
special election. 

Representative-elect Gibbs is 
vice-president of the Kendall 
Paper Company of Cambridge, 
treasurer of the Laminated 
Paper Company of Holyoke, and 
treasurer of the New England 
Merchants Association. 

A resident of this city for 
most of his life, Gibbs is mar¬ 
ried and has a daughter, Con¬ 
stance, a graduate student at 
Simmons College. 

He was an Alderman for nine 
years, chairman of the Newton 
Republican city committee, and 
vice-’chairman of the Newton 
Chapter of the American Red 
Cross.

No Comment 

By WALTER CHAMBLIN, JR. 

You can count on getting as 
a New Year’s gift some reduc¬ 
tion in the taxes you pay. 

There also undoubtedly will 
be some slight cuts voted by 
Congress in special taxes later 
on in the year. 

But you might as well face, 
the fact that there is not going 
to be any further substantial 
lowering of taxes unless and un¬ 
til the Government starts spend¬ 
ing considerably less money. 

, The amount of money the 
Government spends is going to 
determine how much taxes you 
pay the Government. 

There’s nothing more pleasant 
to the average member of Con¬ 
gress than being able to reduce 
taxes. 

Thus. Congress as a whole will 
wear a broad smile on January 
1 when a 10 per cent reduction 
in federal individual income 
taxes becomes effective and 
when the discriminatory and 
job-killing corporation excess 
profits tax ends. 

But this docs not settle the 
problem of taxation. Many 
members of Congress want to 
go much farther in reducing 
taxes as they like to make thetr 
constituents happy. At the 
same time. Congress is con¬ 
fronted with the fact that the 
Government is spending more 
than its income. 

Unless Congress acts, the cor¬ 
poration tax will drop from 52 to 
47 per cent in April and over a 
billion dollars of excise taxes 
will end. The Administration 
opposes the cuts on the ground 
that it needs the money. 

Further, the House Ways and 
Means Committee has put in 
long hours on a general tax re¬ 
vision bill — a bill designed to 
remedy many defects and in¬ 
equities in the tax laws in addi¬ 
tion to rates. But these changes, 
too, would cost the Treasury 
money and this is bound to limit 
the amount of relief voted. 

One aspect of the taxing and 
spending situation is the neces¬ 


sity confronting the Republicans 
of convincing the people that 
firm steps are being taken to end 
depreciation of the dollar, stop 
the steady rise In the national 
debt and balance the budget. 

The Republicans can point out 
that they cut Mr. Truman’s 
budget requests last year by 
more than $12.7 biljton. The ef¬ 
fect of this was fo greatly re¬ 
duce the deficit, although it did 
not wipe It out. 

The Republicans say, too, that 
it is this vast saving which 
makes possible ending the ex¬ 
cess profits tax and letting the 
10 per cent reduction in indivi¬ 
dual income taxes go into effect 
January 1. 

The proposed general revision 
of the tax laws is vital to many 
taxpayers. The federal tax laws 
admittedly are a hodgepodge. 
During the war Congress would 
grab money where it could. Ex¬ 
cise taxes admittedly are dis¬ 
criminatory. 

The Congressional tax writers 
are agreed that certain inequi¬ 
ties should be removed. They 
think removal of many would 
stimulate business. These in¬ 
clude some relief from double 
taxation of dividends, revision 
of depreciation allowances, eas¬ 
ing of the penalty for filing con¬ 
solidated returns, and reduction 
of some harsh penalties on 
businesses that retain earnings. 

There is strong support for 
allowing dependents to earn over 
$600 annually: enlarging the de¬ 
duction for medical expenses, 
permit working mothers to de¬ 
duct, in part the cost of maids, 
and relieving many taxpayers of 
the requirement of filing returns. 

But. to repeat, substantial 
changes can be made only if the 
Administration and Congress 
continue to slash the cost of the 
huge Federal government. 

Budget Director Joseph Dodge 
is making a strong effort to cut 
down on spending requests from 
Government officials. 

Remember that in only three 
of the last 20 years has the na 
tion had a balanced budget.

, Originally, quarterback Art DeStefano, halfback Lou Kah- 
I lenbeck, and linemen Jim Wiper, Don Hoffman and Bob Ce- 
dergren were scheduled to be among the Boston players, but 
school officials decided not to risk injuring the players and 
withheld permission to play. Watertown’s Len Hill put on a 
spectacular passing show to preserve the tie, completing 33 
out of 27 attempts. What might have happened with DeSte¬ 
fano at the throttle is anybody’s guess, though local fans be¬ 
lieve Artie’s talent tosses would have made a big difference 
.... Congratulations are in order to center and captain Jim¬ 
my Wiper and to DeStefano, both of whom were named to 
all-scholastic teams by different Boston papers. After the 
sparkling exhibitions put on by halfback Lou Kahlenbeck, 
wc wonder how he happened to get lost in the all-scholastic 
ratings. 

Newton may belong to an organized football league 
next season, if a Greater Boston Football League is 
formed as anticipated. In fact, Newton may have to join 
a second league to insure having a full schedule of rep¬ 
resentative Class A and B teams. . . . With several 
Greater Boston high schools which Newton has played 
already locked up in their own league, a second league 
seems a necessity to give both the high school athletes 
and their fans a decent season in 19S4. 

So far it appears that four schools besides Newton have 
given assurance that they would enter an as yet un-named 
league. The others are traditional opponents Brookline and 
Waltham, in addition to Arlington and Brockton. Water- 
town, North Quincy and Haverhill have also expressed inter¬ 
est. All except Haverhill appeared on the 1953 Orange and 
Black schedule, and the Hillies met Newton on the gridiron 
last year. . . . The league would operate in a similar fashion 
to the Big 10 and other college conferences, where the teams 
meet each other throughout the year. Thanksgiving Day 
games would still be arranged with the traditional oppon¬ 
ents, but otherwise the schedule would bershuffled each year 
so that the squads would not always be meeting on the same 
date and in the same rotation. . . . When and if such a league 
is organized, Newton should consider itself lucky to be in¬ 
cluded. On the outside, the Orange and Black would have 
to schedule independent teams and would probably have to 
lower the calibre of its opposition in order to find eight or 
nine teams to play. 

Hockey made its bow last Friday night in an 18- 
game jamboree under the auspices of the new Boston 
Arena Authority.

. . . The first game of the official season will be Saturday 
afternoon against Stoneham, last year’s G.B.I. champs. The 
contest will be the third of the afternoon, with the opening 
fray at 1 p.m. . . . The first night game is Friday, December 
18, when Belmont meets Newton in the 7 p.m. opener. The 
rest of the schedule calls for Newton to meet Cambridge 
Latin Saturday, December 26; Medford, Saturday, January

The 1953 football champions of 
the Boston Park League, the 
"East Boston Tornados" visited 
Governor Herter the other day. 
The "boys", ranging In age from 
18 to 35, play strictly for the love 
of the game, under amateur 
status, although their games 
have brought In many thousands 
for charitable causes. Their 
wives evidently are an under¬ 
standing group (only one player 
Is unmarried), since the boys 
practice two nights a week (un¬ 
der street lights only), Satur¬ 
days and often, Sunday morn¬ 
ings. At the end of the season 
the players give their wives a 
big party in appreciation of their 
good sportsmanship. Their en¬ 
thusiasm is unlimited. Captain 
Bill Hankard finally got his sec¬ 
ond child christened after mak¬ 
ing arrangements for four Sun¬ 
days in succession only to have 
games Interfere. Joe Salerno cut 
his honeymoon short to be back 
in time for the Saunders Post 
game. 

Owing to a contingency, Wal¬ 
ter Early and his pretty wife, 
Mae, drove Governor Herter 
home the other evening (about 
6:00 p.m.). 

Everything was going smooth¬ 
ly when out on Route 1, the car 
slowed down and finally stopped. 
Walter pushed the starter, 
pulled the choke, went through 
all the prescribed motions. But 
no luck! The car wouldn’t 
budge! 

"It wouldn’t be lack of gas, 
would it, Walter?" suggested 
the Governor mildly, leaning 
over the back of the front seat 
and gazing at the gauge with 
the bright red arrow at "E”. 

What an embarrassing moment 
for any driver, let alone for the 
supervising transportation an¬ 
alyst of the State. With face 
rivaling the brightness of the 
arrow, Early flagged a truck 
whose driver extricated them 
from their predicament . . . but 
the incident is not among Early’s 
nostalgic memories. 

Mrs. Grace Nute of Melrose 
Highlands, who just retired 
after 47 years of service with the 
Metropolitan District Commis¬ 
sion, visited the office the other 
day to have her picture taken 
with Governor Herter. 

She recalled that, in 1907, the 
M. D. C. used many horses, and 
one of her duties was to keep 
records of their names, how 
many hands high they stood, 
and other pertinent information. 

Pretty, petite, with dark 
brown eyes, she smiled as she 
said: "Now and then, we used to 
get reports that a horse was 
tired and so was being sent out 
to pasture ... so that’s what is 
happening to me now . .. I’m go¬ 
ing out to pasture . . . but my 
pasture Is going to be filled with 
flowers . . . because I love gar¬ 
dening and expect to make it 
my chief hobby." 

Until 1945, she lived In West- 
wood, and years ago used to 
leave on the 7:00 a.m. trolley to 
Dedham, then take the train from 
Dedham to South Station. "At 
the first snowflake, that trolley 
stopped running, then it meant 
walking three miles to Dedham," 
she recalled. 


While Governor Herter was 
away, some students visited the 
State House and wanted to see 
the Governor’s office. They 
went in, looked around and de¬ 
parted. The following day, when 
Governor Herter looked at his 
memo pad, he found on the top 
sheet the notation: "Best wishes 
— Students of Weston High 
School." 

Miss S. Gertrude Doonan of 
Jamaica Plain was In the office 
last week to hear Governor Her¬ 
ter express the appreciation of 
the State for her 40 years of 
service In the State Department 
of Labor and Industries. She is 
retiring, and her immediate 
superior, Thomas F. Kelly, stated 
that she had an almost perfect 
attendance record. "In 40 years, 
the only time I ever remember 
her being absent was because of 
a death in the famly,” he said. 

Twenty servicemen from Fort 
Devens who had just been na¬ 
turalized visited the Governor 
recently. Among them was Lt. 
Hans Raag, who has been a 
medical officer In three armies, 
The Esthonian, Russian and 
American. A tall, handsome 
blonde, his eyes shone as he told 
of the superiority of the Amer¬ 
ican Army treatment and food. 
"It’s almost too good—makes us 
soft!" he said. "On Christmas, 
1945, in the Russian Army, we 
were given 75 extra grams of 
horsemeat to celebrate," he re¬ 
called. 

Jacques Marque, a French sol¬ 
dier, was sponsored by Miss 
Helen Norton, who met the boy 
when doing French relief work. 
She and her brother, Marcus, 
came in with Jacques. As she 
was leaving the inner office, she 
stopped short in delight before 
the picture of Marcus Norton, 
Governor in 1843. "Marcus, 
look! That's our great grand¬ 
father!" she explained. 

Tyrone Power was In and 
shook hands with the Governor 
the other day. When the gals 
crowded around, asking for auto¬ 
graphs, Mr. Power complied 
graciously, smiled and said: 
"This is exactly what would hap¬ 
pen to Governor Herter if he 
walked Into our 20th Century 
Fox studios." 

Tyrone was In the Marine Air 
Force with Tom White, brother 
of "Skip" White, Governor Her- 
ter’s Legislative Secretary, and 
the entire family has since be- 
come very friendly. Power’s 
sister, Mrs. Anne Hardenburgh, 
lives with the White family In 
Winthrop where she conducts 
her own Art Studio. 

The actor called White before 
he arrived. Young, blonde 
Dolores Kiernan, answering the 
phone, asked the usual: "Who is 
calling, please?" When the 
answer came, "Tyrone Power”, 
inured to the occasional levity of 
certain callers, she replied: "Oh 
yeah? Ha Ha!" then went to 
tell Mr. White "there’s a chap 
on the phone who SAYS he’s 
Tyrone Power." The shock of 
finding out that she really had 
been talking to Tyrone Power 
subdued her for the rest of the 
day.

Skyway Over 
B. & A. Tracks 
Now Possibility 

It was learned Tuesday night 
that the Turnpike Authority was 
considering a plan to extend the 
East-West toll road from the 
Weston-Newton line into Allston 
via an elevated highway over the 
Boston & Albany Railroad’s 
Riverside line. 

Cost of this proposed skyway 
to link the cross-state turnpike 
with the Boston Central Artery 
and the projected belt highway 
system in Boston is estimated at 
between $50,000,000 and $60,000,- 
000 . 

The skyway would be built di¬ 
rectly over the B. & A. right-of- 
way extending six miles from 
Riverside through Aubumdale, 
West Newton, Newtonville, New¬ 
ton Corner and into Allston, 
where it would tie in with Bos¬ 
ton’s projected highway system. 

The Newton tax rate could 
jump $3 or more if current plans 
of the Turnpike Authority are 
allowed to stand, Mayor-elect 
Howard Whitmore stated Tues¬ 
day night. 

It was pointed out by Whit¬ 
more, now a member of the 
Legislature, that the highway 
could kill property valuations in 
Newton. 

He said that with a temporary 
terminus for the toll road at the 
Weston-Newton line, It would 
mean such a heavy flow of traf¬ 
fic on the now heavily traveled 
Commonwealth avenue, that resi¬ 
dents would move out of that 
area. 

Just how much of a burden 
Newton must bear as a result 
of the toll road will depend upon 
the route chosen, he concluded. 

The intimation that a skyway 
over the B. & A. tracks might 
be considered, now throws an¬ 
other aspe’ot on the controversial 
route of the East-West toll road.

Civil Service 
Orders Officer 
Back on Force 

Overruling Newton’s dismissal 
of a patrolman who was twice 
charged with intoxication in the 
past six months, the State Civil 
Service Commission by a 3-1 vote 
Tuesday ordered the officer’s re¬ 
instatement. 

The commission approved the 
6 -month suspension of Patrolman 
Ernest W. Prescott of 41 Oak 
street, Newton Upper Falls, but 
ordered him to be returned to 
the police force on January 1, 
when the suspension period ends.

Food For Thought

HOW TO ROAST HALF 
TURKEY 

When you buy a half turkey 
the old rule of % to 1 lb. of bird 
per person is still a good guide, 
the market men tell us. 

To Roast: Rub the cut side of 
bird with salt. Use 1-8 teaspoon 
salt per pound of bird. For extra 
flavor, a scant shake of poultry 
seasoning and pepper is good, 
mixed with the salt. Skewer skin 
to breast meat. Tie the leg just 
above the knuckle joint securely 
to the bird’s tail. Place turkey, 
cut side down, on rack in a shal¬ 
low pan. Brush bird with melted 
fat and cover with fat-moistened 
cheese cloth or loosely fixed 
aluminum foil. Don’t cover or add 
water. Roast in pre-heated oven 
set at 325 deg. F. Allo\v about 25 
to 30 minutes per pound. 

In making dressing, allow % 
cup dressing per pound of bird 


purchased. Mound dressing, on 
a well-greased double thickness 
of waxed paper or aluminum 
foil, to approximately the shape 
of half turkey’s cavity or cut 
side. 

When the bird Is half done, 
about 1% to 2 hours, remove from 
oven and place paper with dress¬ 
ing on rack. Replace half turkey 
over the dressing and continue 
roasting until done. Bake any ex¬ 
tra dressing In pan the last hour 
of roasting, basting with pan 
juices. 

While the bird Is roasting, 
spoon fat from bottom of pan to 
remolsten If bird appears dry. 
Remove cloth or covering If more 
browning seems called for. The 
bird Is done when meat on fleshy 
part of drumstick feels soft. 
When pressing drumstick meat, 
have fingers protected by a cloth 
or paper.

The Little Red 
Kettle Heralds 
The Yule Season 

Mistletoe. Christmas trees and 
holly herald the holiday season, 
and almost as familiar and tra¬ 
ditional are the bright red 
Christmas kettles of The Salva¬ 
tion Army. Ast they swing from 
their tripods on busy street cor¬ 
ners. being Ailed by American 
Christmas spirit and generosity, 
they take on special signiflcance 
this week which has been pro¬ 
claimed as National Salvation 
Army Week. 

But. if nearly everyone knows 
the little red kettles, attended 
by bell-ringing, singing Salva¬ 
tionists. few people know how 
the custom began. Col. Fox of 
Boston, said today, the tradi¬ 
tion has a colorful origin, and 
the kettle has been used with 
but little change in its size or 
shape for fifty years. 

The idea was born in 1894 in 
northern California during a 
time of extreme depression, Col. 
Fox relates. With shipping at 
a stand-still, many seamen and 
longshoremen were out of work 
and in dire need. Captain Joseph 
McFee, a Salvation Army officer 
in San Francisco, had been grant¬ 
ed permission to set up a soup 
kitchen and shelter for them, 
providing that he would assume 
sole responsibility for financing 
it. 

Obtaining funds for the proj¬ 
ect was a big problem fop Cap¬ 
tain McFee until one day, walk¬ 
ing along the waterfront, he 
spied a hugh cauldron suspend¬ 
ed on a crane in a ship chand¬ 
ler’s shop. Why not, he thoght, 
place a soup kettle in a cen¬ 
trally located spot so that peo¬ 
ple could help feed the hungry 
sailors by dropping coins into 
the very cooking utensil itself? 
Placing the kettle at the foot 
of Market street, and using the 
slogan "Keep the pot boiling,” 
Captain McFee found that the 
public was both responsive and 
generous. 

The idea quickly spread to 
other locations, and today the 
Christmas kettles are standard 
pre-holiday equipment for The 
Salvation Army. Public contribu¬ 
tions to the kettles make it pos¬ 
sible for The Army to bring the 
spirit of Christmas to those who 
otherwise would be denied the 
warmth and friendliness of the 
season. To those far from home, 
to the aged and friendless, to 
under privileged children, to the 
sick and patients in veterans’ 
hospitals, to inmates of jails and 
prisons, to be remembered at 
Christmas spells the difference 
between happiness and misery. 

This year, as a result of the 
public’s response to the kettle 
drive, more than 500,000 indi¬ 
viduals will receive assistance 
or gifts. Another 450,000 will sit 
down to Christmas dinners they 
would not otherwise enjoy. And 
approximately 600,000 childrtn 
will open their eyes on Christ¬ 
mas morning to see that, once 
more, Santa Clause has come. 

The little red kettle means ail 
those things.

Backyard 

Gardener

Every Christmas I have list¬ 
ed several quirk to make decora¬ 
tions in this column, and each 
year I find it more difficult to 
come up with something new or 
some new variation to a wreath, 
swag, or festoon. Look over the 
following suggestions, and you 
may And something you haven’t 
tried before. 

Candles on the dining table 
are always festive. Probably you 
have made or seen the evergreen 
candle base where each sprig 
of green is inserted into a tight¬ 
ly wrapped sphagnum moss 
base. This centerpiece will al¬ 
ways remain popular because the 
moss remains moist, thus keep¬ 
ing the greens fresh. Once a base 
is made it may be kept year 
after year and moistened as 
needed. 

Here is an arrangement which 
may take a little longer to make 
than some others. A long candle- 
base can be made from a board 
3 inches wide and one-half inch 
thick. Drill %-inch holes not less 
than three Inches apart because 
the heat from one candle, If 
shorter, may melt the one next 
to it. Place the board length¬ 
wise in the center of the dining 
table and place candles of vary¬ 
ing length In the previously 
drilled holes. And now comes 
the easy part of this decoration. 
Simply lay greens in between 
the candles to cover most of the 
wood base. You may paint the 
base a shade of green, thus mak¬ 
ing it less conspicuous. Also, if 
it is green, it will require less 
green to complete this holiday 
decoration. 

In last week’s “Florist Ex¬ 
change" I saw a novel and beau¬ 
tiful arrangement around a 
painting of the Madonna. Sev¬ 
eral different candle holders 
were used, all varying in height 
and arranged in a Hogarth line, 
or modified “S” curve. Perhaps 
you can better visualize the 
beauty of the arrangement if 
you can imagine that you are 
facing a table next to wall cov¬ 
ered with a red drape. Large 
white candles are placed in hold¬ 
ers on top of the table. The 
other candles which are pro¬ 
gressively shorter curve from 
right to left around the picture 
of the Madonna. The top three 
candles are placed in a two-foot 
candelabrum to complete the 
curve. What you actually have is 
a “C” with the Madonna in the 
top center. This “C,” together 
with the row of candles on the 
table, makes ,the modified “S.” 
Greens such as holly are then 
used to cover the candle base. 
It will take 12 to 14 candles and 
a good candelabrum to make 
this decoration effective. The 
candles, If lit, might be a fire 
hazard, but the effect without 
the lighting Is still beautiful. 

I feel that decorations like 
! the one just mentioned empha¬ 
size the true meaning of Christ¬ 
inas. If you have a small statue 
I of the Madonna, perhaps you 
would like to try arranging the 
statue against the background 
of a large, round serving tray 
with candles set on either side 
and with greens around the base. 

This morning, over the radio, 
I heard how you could gilt an 
old phonograph record and use 
it as a background for the Ma¬ 
donna rather than the serving 
tray. Once you start thinking 
about Christmas decorations it 
is amazing what odds and ends 
found around the house can be 
used to nii*ke your Christmas 
more festive.

Official Auto 
Route Maps of 
Stale Now Ready 

State Public Works Commis¬ 
sioner John A. Volpe announced 
today that the 1953-1954 official 
automobile route maps of the 
Commonwealth are now avail¬ 
able at the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works, 100 Nashua street, 
Boston. 

Of special interest to the mo¬ 
toring public is the listing of 
travel conditions on main routes 
from November 1953 to April 
1954. This listing, by route num¬ 
bers, tells of projects under con¬ 
struction or scheduled to com¬ 
mence soon, with anticipated 
completion dates. 

Available on the maps for the 
first time is a complete list of 
exit numbers from Route 128— 
and the towns and cities to 
which .the' exits leads — from 
the West Gloucester Circle to 
the Needham-Wellesley line. 
Other general data includes 
mileage table and index. 

A reproduction of a 1722 Map 
of the “Town of Boston,” with 
colorful photographs of recre- 
tional spots in the Common¬ 
wealth, adds to the new maps.

Facts About the 
Marine Corps 

Colonel Commandant Archi¬ 
bald Henderson’s Marine regi¬ 
ment arrived in the Creek coun¬ 
try in late spring of 1836. They 
set up a camp 15 miles below 
Columbus, Ga., which was lo¬ 
cated on the Alabama side of 
the Chatahoochie River. The 
Creeks in this area were very 
much on the warpath. Twice the 
Indians attacked the camp at 
night but the Marjnes soon "had 
the situation well in hand.” 

By June 3, the Marines were 
ready to begin active field oper¬ 
ations. The First Battalion 
searched one section of the 
Creek country looking for a hos¬ 
tile Indian concentration which 
had been reported. A few weeks 
later two companies made an 
extensive search for Indians in 
the swamps near the Marine 
camp. Shortly afterwards an¬ 
other company went on an ex¬ 
tensive patrol looking for Indi¬ 
ans, and similar patrols con¬ 
tinued to go out during the 
summer of 1836. For more than 
two months the Marines search¬ 
ed for "Jim Henry” local Creek 
Chief. In addition to their field 
operations the Marines erected 
a strong picket work and two 
storehouses for army supplies. 

With the assistance of the 
Marines the army was able to 
bring the Creek Indian war to 
a close during the late summer. 
The Creeks gave up completely 
and were concentrated at vari¬ 
ous points. Three companies of 
Marines guarded concentration 
camps near 'Kallahassee, Ala¬ 
bama, and other Marines assist¬ 
ed the army in escorting the 
Creeks to the new reservation 
in what is now Oklahoma. 

Henderson then moved to Tal¬ 
lahassee, the regiment reassem¬ 
bled at Appalachicola, moved in¬ 
to the Seminole country, and 
based for some time at Fort 
Brooke.

Newton Police Controversy Poses Moot Question... 
Mayor-elect Whitmore Unlikely to Change His Position 

Whether a police officer has the right to get drunk on 
his own time, when he’s off duty, is the basic question at 
the root of the current row between Mayor-elect Howard 
Whitmore, Jr., of Newton and a three-member majority of 
the Statdk Civil Service Commission. 

The controversy stems from the commission’s action 
in ordering the reinstatement of a Newton patrolman who 
was twice arrested for drunkenness, was given a six-months 
suspension after the first offence and was fired from the 
force after the second. 

Newton’s police chief discharged the patrolman after 
the second arrest on the ground that he had been guilty of 
conduct unbecoming an officer. 

Three members of the State Civil Service take the 
position that the patrolman couldn’t have been guilty of 
conduct unbecoming an officer because he was under sus¬ 
pension from the force and was not serving as an officer at 
the time he allegedly had a few drinks too many.

Rules Governing Christmas 
Decorations Are Announced 


Following are the terms and 
conditions made in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 
148, General Laws and amend¬ 
ments thereto, governing the 
use of certain inflammable dec¬ 
orations during the Christmas 
season. 

1. An artificial flameproofed 
Christmas tree, table size not 
over 30 inches in height, may be 
used if a certificate has been 
obtained from the proper author¬ 
ity. Only this type of tree will 
be permitted in hospitals, homes 
for the aged, convalescent 
homes, schools, hotels, dormitor¬ 
ies, lobbies of public buildings, 
places of assembly as defined in 
Chapter 143, General Laws, and 
stores, except that permission 
may be given as specified -in 
Rule No. 4, when in the opinion 
of the Head of the Fire Depart¬ 
ment no special hazards are tn- 
volved. Authorization for such 
use shall be in writing. 

2. Nothing in these terms 
and conditions shall be con¬ 
strued as applying to trees or 
plants on their own roots, except 
that no flammable decorations 
or lights shall be permitted. 

3. No flammable decorations 
shall be permitted on any tree 
Inside of any building as cov¬ 
ered by Section No. 1. Only flood 
lights may be used for lighting 
effects. 

4. No Christmas tree of the 
! evergreen variety shall be per¬ 
mitted to remain in use inside 
of any building as covered by 
Section No. 1, for more than 
forty-eight f 48) hours. When 
used, the following conditions

shall be complied with: 

(a) Two 21 a gallon soda and 
acid extinguishers and two full 
pails of water shall be provid¬ 
ed near the location of the 
Christmas tree. 

(b) The Christmas tree shalL 

not be more than eight (8) feet 
in height and securely support¬ 
ed to prevent it from falling at 
any time. , 

(cl The tree shall be so lo¬ 
cated that it will not block any 
door or other means of egress. 

(d) Smoking shall not be 
permitted in the same room as 
the Christmas tree. 

(c) Christmas trees shall be 
removed from the premises im¬ 
mediately after they have 
served their purpose. 

5. No open flame shall be 
used for illumination or dec¬ 
orative effect, other than for re¬ 
ligious services. (Department of 
Public Safety, Form B-l.) 

6. No pine, fir, spruce, hem¬ 
lock, cedar holly, laurel, or oth¬ 
er flammable material shall be 
used for decoration unless first 
submitted to the Chief of the 
Department and his approval 
given in writing. ' 

7. All materials, substances 
and articles when used for the 
construction of a creche to be 
used inside of a building, as cov¬ 
ered in Section No. 1, shall be 
flameproofed and a certificate 
filed with the Chief of the De¬ 
partment and his permission giv¬ 
en in writing. 

8. When approved, use of the 
above decorations shall be under 
such terms and conditions as 
may be necessary for each in¬ 
dividual circumstance.

month. The action was taken 
after the patrolman was con¬ 
victed of drunkenness for the 
second time since July, when he 
was suspended from the depart¬ 
ment for six months.

The new 
school would do well to emulate 
the intellectual caliber of the 
old and, without slumbering, to 
keep awake for its 90 years.

Bill Filed by Rawson to Allow 
ard Line Changes in Newton 


A bill to allow a change in the 
city’s existing ward lines has 
been filed with thfc clerk of the 
House of Representatives by 
Rep. George E. Rawson of New¬ 
ton. 

The proposal is to create an 
additional ward in the south 
side of the city by dividing Ward 
V in two and also by readjust¬ 
ing the lines of the other wards. 
Since state laws provide that 
new ward lines cannot be used 
for any state primary or elec¬ 
tion prior to the next reappor- 
tionment of representative dis 
tricts, the bill contains an enabl¬ 
ing provision to allow the city 
to use the new’ ward lines in 
city elections only if the Board 
of Aldermen approve. 

In conjunction with establish¬ 
ing new Ward VIII, the member¬ 


ship of the Board of Aldermen 
would be increased by thre^— 
two at large and one ward alder* 
men—and the School Commit¬ 
tee would have one additional 
member. 

Since the bill is an amendment 
to the city’s charter, it includes 
a provision for its acceptance 
by Newton voters at the 1954 
state election. Signers of the 
petition for this legislation are 
Mayor Theodore R. Lockwrt 
and Rep. Rawson. 

The change was voted by tho 
aldermen following a two-yea 
survey of the unbalanced popu-j 
lation loads in the variot 
wards. In some recent elections 
Wards V and VI have outvot 
some of the smaller wards by 
21 margin. 


Police Begin Annual Listing 
January 2: to lake 6 Vi eeks 


A crew of 10 patrolmen will 
start on the annual police list¬ 
ing of Newton residents 20 years 
of age and older on January 2. 
according to plans completed 
Monday at a conference in New 
ton Police Headquarters, West 
Newton. 

The listing is expected to take 
six weeks to complete and will 
cover approximately 56,000 res¬ 
idents. The officers will visit ev¬ 
ery home in the city, and resi¬ 
dent* are asked to have the nec¬ 
essary information available.

The City of Newton is known 
to be matie up of a number of 
villages of strong individuality 
and local pride. In 1873, stock¬ 
holders of a Newton Centre Lib¬ 
rary Association that owned 
about 1500 volumes gave the 
generous gift of 511 books to be 
added to the collection of the 
Main Library of Newton. 

The following year, the Main 
Library introduced a system of 
agencies, mostly in stores and 
on a voluntary basis for an ex¬ 
change of books, fhfc experi¬ 
ment was to send a basket of 
books and cards by express in 
the morning, and have the agent 
return others at night; and this 
manner of exchange preceded the 
branch library development. 

The Newton Centre Reading 
Club was the pioneer among 
women’s organizations. In 1879, 


on Monday afternoons, 20 women 
met for the pleasure of reading. 
Always, the aim of the club was 
to absorb the spirit of the times 
or of the work they vere study¬ 
ing, rather than merely to ascer¬ 
tain facts. 

At Lyceum Hall In Newton 
Centre, lectures were held for 
the education of the people. 
Then the former chapel of the 
Baptist Church was adopted for 
library, reading room, and de¬ 
bating rooms. 

James H. Ritchie made a per¬ 
sonal contribution of his plans 
for the Newton Centre Library 
we now have. And this attrac¬ 
tive English brick building in a 
sheltered garden setting in sight 
of an important shopping center 
is a gift from public-spirited citi¬ 
zens to the City of Newton in 
June 1928.

Political Overtones

This poses an issue which will be settled 
in the courts, if the suspended patrolman 
takes advantage of the civil service and re¬ 
ports for duty Jan. 1, since Mayor-elect 
Whitmore, who is to be inaugurated that 
same day, declares that he will promptly 
fire the officer. 

Police officials generally maintain that 
none of their men get drunk while off duty 
because technically a police officer is never 
really off duty and is subject to call 24 
hours a day. 

That, of course, is ’the extreme interpre¬ 
tation of the regulation, and a police officer 
is generally considered to have the same 
right as anyone else to hoist a couple after 
work so long as he doesn’t get into trouble 
in the process of doing it. 

The Newton police case is a little dif¬ 
ferent from those which have command¬ 
ed attention in the past because the 
patrolman involved was under suspension 
and presumably was not subject to a 
summons to duty. How that would in¬ 
fluence a court remains to be seen. 

On a number of occasions the State Civil 
Service Commission has overruled Boston 
Police Commissioner Thomas F. Sullivan 
and ordered the reinstatement of a police 
officer Sullivan had fired. Sullivan invari¬ 
ably protested loudly and then let it go at 
that. 

The Civil Service Commission, however, 
ran into a slightly different adversary in 
the person of Mayor-elect Whitmore who 
not only obtained an investigation of the 
commission by Governor Herter but served 
notice that he would not abide by the com¬ 
mission’s ruling. 

One difference between the Newton epi¬ 
sode and most of the Boston cases in the 
past was that the Hub patrolmen usually 
were not arraigned in court, leaving room 
for a subsequent dispute at the civil service 
hearing as to whether the officer really was 
drunk. 

The suspended Newton patrolman, how¬ 
ever, was twice convicted in court, leaving 
little question as to his sobriety and causing 
the new issue to be raised. 

Mayor-elect Whitmore is one politician 
who stands by his guns and doesn’t give 
ground easily. He isn’t likely to change his , 
mind between now and New Year’s Day, 
and it is entirely possible that this case 
may result in a shakeup of the Civil Service 
Commission or a court decision that would 
pinpoint the commission’s authority in order¬ 
ing a police officer reinstated after he had 

been fired on a drunkenness charge.

Fuicolo Believed to Have Launched His 
Drive for Governor by Denouncing ADA 

State Treasurer Foster Furcolo is con¬ 
sidered by many sound political observers 
to have launched his .campaign for the 
Massachusetts Governorship, when he told 
off the Bay State chapter of the Americans 
for Democratic Action a few nights ago. 

After accepting an invitation to deliver 
the keynote address to the ADA, Furcolo 
shocked his hosts, who comprise the liberal 
element on the left wing ^f the Democratic 


party, by bluntly declaring that the great¬ 
est contribution they could make to the 
Dcmoetatic cause would be to disband. 

From the reaction this caused in the 
Democratic ranks, you might have assumed 
that Mr. Furcolo had suddenly harvested a 
huge crop of votes for his party, although 
the only effect that was immediately ap¬ 
parent was that he offended a very voluble 
Democratic faction. 

Democratic State Committee Chair¬ 
man John F. Carr hailed Furcolo’s pron¬ 
ouncement with unbounded elation. State 
Senator John E. Powers of South Boston 
declared that ex-Govemor Dever would he 
the Democratic nominee for Senator 
against Leverett Saltonstall next year, 
that Furcolo would be the candidate for 
Governor and that he, Powers, would run 
for election as Mayor of Boston in 1955. 

Just where Boston’s Mayor John B. 
Hynes fits into the picture, as envisioned by 
Powers, isn’t’ clear, but we rather suspect 
that if Hynes is available in 1955, there 
will be a strong movement to draft him for 
another term, even though Mr. Powers is 
ready, willing and anxious to run. 

Furcolo’s blast at the ADA resulted from 
the fact that most Democratic politicians 
consider the organization has done their 
party a major disservice by its attacks upon 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy and partic¬ 
ularly by defending the right of persons ac¬ 
cused of being communist spies to invoke 
the Fifth Amendment in order to avoid an¬ 
swering whether they are communists or if 
they would commit sabotage against the 
United States in the event of war with 
Soviet Russia. 

There is no question but that McCarthy 
has made a terrifific impact upon political 
thinking in Massachusetts, and Democratic 
politicos almost to a man back gingerly away 
from any conflict with him. 

Politicians have learned that they in¬ 
cur the public wrath if they criticize Mc¬ 
Carthy’s methods even while praising his 
objectives. 

Having discovered that fighting Mc¬ 
Carthy is an almost certain method of 
achieving political oblivion, the Democratic 
politicians now pay obeisance to the-Repub- 
lican Senator from Wisconsin.. 

Democratic Boston City Councillor 
Michael J. Ward declared the other day that 
his first loyalty was to his God and his coun¬ 
try and that next he placed Senator Mc¬ 
Carthy. None of his listeners saw anything 
particularly unusual in that statement. 

And State Treasurer Furcolo was bow¬ 
ing indirectly to McCarthy when he advised 
the ADA to close up shop and get out of 
business for the good of the Democratic 
party. 

Some of his listeners thought it would 
have been a little more courteous on Fur¬ 
colo’s part, if he had declined the invita¬ 
tion in the first place as long as he felt 
that way about the ADA, but there 
wasn't much they could do except sit 
there and listen while the State Terasurer 
recounted their shortcomings. 

What presumably happened was that 
Furcolo and his advisers realized that he 
had committed a political blunder in accept¬ 
ing the invitation to address the ADA, that 
it was very likely to cost him votes and pos¬ 
sibly a bid for the Governorship. So he 
went to the extreme that he did and blasted 
his listeners so forcefully it must have left 
them red-faced with surprise and embarass- 
ment. 

The astonishing part of it all is that the 
strategy of Furcolo’s move was seemingly 
very effective, and he appears to have pro¬ 
jected himself to the forefront as a candi¬ 
date fbr Governor. He’s now being hailed as 
a forthright man who isn’t afraid to stand 
up and tell exactly where he stands, even 
though his listeners may not like what he 
has to say. 

The ADA will be unwanted and unwel¬ 
come in any political camp, if Governor Her¬ 
ter and Treasurer Furcolo should be the 
gubernatorial opponents next autumn. Fur¬ 
colo told them to disband, and Herter would 
shun them. Nobody seems to love them ex¬ 
cept Adlai Stevenson and Harry Truman.

No Comment 


by Walter Chamblin, Jr. 

There is a new word that is 
beginning to be used in Washing¬ 
ton to describe the amazing in¬ 
dustrial progress that is in pros¬ 
pect. This world is "automation.” 
Only a few people have heard of 
it up to now, but the chances are 
that you will become very famil¬ 
iar with it. 

It means a push button system 
of using atomic and solar energy 
for industrial purposes. Secretary 
of Commerce Sinclair Weeks, for 
one, expects greater growth and 
greater marvels from this new 
system than the nation has seen 
thus far. 

This is quite an encouraging 
prospect, for Mr. Weeks thinks 
1953 has been the most prosper¬ 
ous year on record and he looks 
for another good year in 1954. 
But he is convinced that the peo¬ 
ple must have confidence in bust- 
inssmen if there is to be maxi¬ 
mum prosperity either now or in 
the age of automation. 

Here is his graphic explana¬ 
tion: 

"Thousands of communities in 
this country,” he says, "are built 
around some particular business, 
big or little. Look at such a com¬ 
munity. The X. Y. Z. Co., hum¬ 
ming away at top speed, the 
stores doing a rushing business, 
the bank and the barber raking it 
In, the taxi driver on the go, the 
lawyer busy, the local paper sell¬ 
ing ads and Increasing its sub¬ 
scriptions. 

"Now the business is down— 
permanently or temporarily—and 
down goes the community with it 
in a chain reaction that has no 
limits. 

"What fools are those mortals 
who think they serve the people 
by hounding, damning, and ham¬ 
stringing business.” 

Business confidence in the 
Eisenhower Administration, he 
believes, has helped to bring 
about the present prosperity. But 
it is becoming increasingly obvi¬ 
ous that more should be known 
about just what the Administra¬ 
tion is doing. One Republican 
Congressman puts it this way: 

What the Eisenhower Adminis¬ 
tration needs, in order to contin¬ 
ue and increase this confidence, 
is a big band and several files of 
buglers to herald what Is going 
on. 

You've had a big change In 
Washington. It is a bigger change 
than the country appreciates. 

The Eisenhower Administra¬ 
tion has discredited the socialis¬ 
tic philosophy that government 
should direct the individual and 
it has taken the attitude that the 
average American can do more 
for himself ... if allowed to do 
so . . . that the government can 
do for him. 

That’s the sum and substance 
of the change in Washington. 

Many do not believe it, as they 
obtain their views from the New 
Deal-Fair Deal columnists and 
commentators who hold that 
everything that is being done is 
wrong. 

Now, of course, there is a dif¬ 
ference in outward appearances. 
The spendthrifts of the Roosevelt- 
Truman era attracted much at¬ 
tention. • They were spending 


your money, as they had none of 
their own. 

The Eisenhower Administra¬ 
tion is trying to save money, 
your money. That is not glamor¬ 
ous ... in fact, it seems drab to 
people who for twenty years 
have been taught to think that 
you will never go broke by spend¬ 
ing more than you make if you 
just look upon it as borrowing 
from yourself. 

But you cgn be sure that things 
in Washington are going a lot 
better than many 1 people think. 

Therefore, the need for the 
brass bands and the buglers. 

The Eisenhower men . . . plus 
Mr. Eisenhower himself . . . also 
need to speak Ap . . . need to 
speak loudly and cleany ... to 
tell what is going on. 

For confidence in the govern¬ 
ment is essential to sound busi¬ 
ness and a sound nation.

There is a new word that Is 
beginning to be used in Washing¬ 
ton to describe the amazing in¬ 
dustrial progress that is in pros¬ 
pect. This world is "automation.” 
Only a few people have heard of 
it up to now, but the chances are 
that you will become very famil¬ 
iar with it. 

It means a push button system 
of using atomic and solar energy 
for Industrial purposes. Secretary 
of Commerce Sinclair Weeks, for 
one, expects greater growth and 
greater marvels from this new 
system than the nation has seen 
thus far. 

This is quite an encouraging 
prospect, for Mr. Weeks thinks 
1953 has been the most prosper¬ 
ous year on record and he looks 
for another good year In 1954. 
But he is convinced that the peo¬ 
ple must have confidence In busi* 
inssmen if there is to be maxi¬ 
mum prosperity either now or in 
the age of automation. 

Here Is his graphic explana¬ 
tion: 

"Thousands of communities in 
this country,” he says, "are built 
around some particular business, 
big or little. Look at such a com¬ 
munity. The X. Y. Z. Co., hum¬ 
ming away at top speed, the 
stores doing a rushing business, 
the bank and the barber raking it 
in, the taxi driver on the go, the 
lawyer busy, the local paper sell¬ 
ing ads and increasing its sub¬ 
scriptions. 

"Now the business is down— 
permanently or temporarily—and 
down goes the community with it 
in a chain reaction that has no 
limits. 

"What fools are those mortals 
who think they serve the people 
by hounding, damning, and ham¬ 
stringing business.” 

Business confidence In the 
Eisenhower Administration, he 
believes, has helped to bring 
about the present prosperity. But 
it is becoming increasingly obvi¬ 
ous that more should be known 
about just what the Administra¬ 
tion is doing. One Republican 
Congressman puts it this way: 

What the Eisenhower Adminis¬ 
tration needs, in order to contin¬ 
ue and increase this confidence, 
is a big band and several files of 
buglers to herald what Is going 
on. 

You’ve had a big change in 
Washington. It is a bigger change 
than the country appreciates. 

The Eisenhower Administra¬ 
tion has discredited the socialis¬ 
tic philosophy that government 
should direct the individual and 
it has taken the attitude that the 
average American can do more 
for himself ... if allowed to do 
so . . . that the government can 
do for him. 

That’s the sum and substance 
of the change in Washington. 

Many do not believe it. as they 
obtain their views from the New 
Deal-Fair Deal columnists and 
commentators who hold that 
everything that is being done is 
wrong. 

Now, of course, there is a dif¬ 
ference in outward appearances. 
The spendthrifts of the Roosevelt- 
Truman era attracted much at¬ 
tention. • They were spending 


your money, as they had none of 
their own. 

The Eisenhower Administra¬ 
tion is trying to save money, 
your money. That is not glamor¬ 
ous ... in fact, it seems drab to 
people who for twenty years 
have been taught to think that 
you will never go broke by spend¬ 
ing more than you make if you 
just look upon It as borrowing 
from yourself. 

But you cgn be sure that things 
in Washington are going a lot 
better than many 1 people think. 

Therefore, the need for the 
brass bands and the buglers. 

The Eisenhower men . . . plus 
Mr. Eisenhower himself . . . also 
need to speak Ap . . . need to 
speak loudly and cleaiiy ... to 
tell what is going on. 

For confidence in the govern¬ 
ment is essential to sound busi¬ 
ness and a sound nation.

Snappng back from a momentary defensive lapse, New¬ 
ton High School’s puck-chasers battled an unexpectedly 
strong Stoneham to a 2-2 deadlock in the opening round of 
the Greater Boston Interscholastic Hockey League Saturday 
afternoon at Boston Arena. Although Stoneham is the de¬ 
fending GBI co-champion along with Arlington, the Blue and 
White boys are a question-mark this year after losing 12 of 
15 players. And none of those starting this year were regu¬ 
lars during the 52-53 campaign.Newton is a little bettor 

off statistically with four regulars returning. They are de¬ 
fensemen Jimmy Wiper, who is captaining his second sport 
of the year, and Paul Fitzgerald, center -lenney Hayes and 
wing Art DeStefano. The loss of Jerry Sullivan through in¬ 
eligibility hurts, since Jerry is the fastest skater on the squad. 

But he is expected to be back in January.The greatest 

loss from last year i3 the graduation of center, wing and de¬ 
fenseman Don Fox, easily one of the standouts of the GBI. 
Don made the team click, and it is doubtful whether anyone 
of his stature can be found this year. 

But thanks to right winger Paul Ryan, who was skating 
on the second line, Newton was ahlc to match goals with the 
Stonchamites and so gain its first point of the 1953-54 sea¬ 
son. Paul, a mighty 135-pounder, slapped home a 12-footer 
with 2:09 gone in the first period to put the Orange and 
Black out in front, and then found the range again at practi- j 
eally the identical time—2:04—of the third period for the 1 
tic. 

That first period was spent mainly in the Stoneham end 
of the rink, with Newton skaters buzzing around the enemy ! 
net but unable to get more than one shot past goalie Dick I 
Bemis. Jimmy Wiper and Paul Fitzgerald gave indications 
of turning into one of the top defensive pairings of the loop 
by blocking every attack that came their way ... In the 
middle stanza, Wiper was waved off the ice for slashing. 
Stoneham, which had taken the offensive during an earlier 
Newton penalty, swarmed around the Newton cage. Left 
defenseman Phil Corbett laced the first Stoneham goal into 
the net at 3:42, and then Corbett acted the part of the vil¬ 
lain 33 seconds later by feeding center Bob Mathcwson for a 
second score.... The Orange and Black took the play away 
from Stoneham in the last quarter and settled for a tie on 
Ryan’s tally.... It’s hard to evaluate a team so soon, but 
Newton seems to have a little better balance than last year. 
The 52-53 version of the Orange and Black skaters depended 
mainly on big Don Fox, and spectators generally sat back 
and relaxed during the few times that Fox was off the ice. 
This year’s edition looks more like a team, and with a few 
breaks the boys may easily do better than the pre-season 
prediction of an even split during the GBI schedule. 

The Eastern Football Conference became a reality last 
week as six teams—including Newton High School—agreed 
to meet each other during a regular rotation schedule in 
years to come. The members are arch-rivals Waltham and 
Brookline, plus Leominster, Arlington and Brockton....

No Comment

There Is a new word that is 
beginning to be used in Washing¬ 
ton to describe the amazing in¬ 
dustrial progress that is in pros¬ 
pect. This world is "automation.” 
Only a few people have heard of 
it up to now, but the chances are 
that you will become very famil¬ 
iar with it. 

It means a push-button system 
of using atomic and solar energy 
for industrial purposes. Secretary 
of Commerce Sinclair Weeks, for 
one, expects greater growth and 
greater marvel3 from this new 
system than the nation has seen 
thus far. 

This is quite an encouraging 
prospect, for Mr. Week3 thinks 
1953 has been the most prosper¬ 
ous year on record and he looks 
for another good year In 1954. 
But he is convinced that the peo¬ 
ple must have confidence in bust- 
inssmen if there is to be maxi¬ 
mum prosperity either now or in 
the age of automation. 

Here is his graphic explana¬ 
tion: 

"Thousands of communities in 
this country,” he says, "are built 
around some particular business, 
big or little. Look at such a com¬ 
munity. The X. Y. Z. Co., hum¬ 
ming away at top speed, the 
stores doing a rushing business, 
the bank and the barber raking it 
in, the taxi driver on the go, the 
lawyer busy, the local paper sell¬ 
ing ads and increasing its sub¬ 
scriptions. 

"Now the business Is down— 
permanently or temporarily—and 
down goes the community with it 
in a chain reaction that has no 
limits. 

"What fools are those mortals 
who think they serve the people 
by hounding, damning, and ham¬ 
stringing business.” 

Business confidence In the 
Eisenhower Administration, he 
believes, has helped to bring 
about the present prosperity. But 
it is becoming increasingly obvi¬ 
ous that more should be known 
about just what the Administra¬ 
tion is doing. One Republican 
Congressman puts it this way: 

What the Eisenhower Adminis¬ 
tration needs, in order to contin¬ 
ue and increase this confidence, 
is a big band and several files of 
buglers to herald what Is going 
on. 

You’ve had a big change in 
Washington. It is a bigger change 
than the country appreciates. 

The Eisenhower Administra¬ 
tion has discredited the socialis¬ 
tic philosophy that government 
should direct the individual and 
it has taken the attitude that the 
average American can do more 
for himself ... if allowed to do 
so . . . that the government can 
do for him. 

That’s the sum and substance 
of the change in Washington. 

Many do not believe it, as they 
obtain their views from the New 
Deal-Fair Deal columnists and 
commentators who hold that 
everything that is being done is 
wrong. 

Now, of course, there Is a dif¬ 
ference in outward appearances. 
The spendthrifts of the Roosevelt- 
Truman era attracted much at¬ 
tention. • They were spending 


your money, as they had none of 
their own. 

The Eisenhower Administra¬ 
tion is trying to save money, 
your money. That is not glamor¬ 
ous ... in fact, it seems drab to 
people who for twenty years 
have been taught to think that 
you will never go broke by spend¬ 
ing more than you make if you 
just look upon it as borrowing 
from yourself. 

But you cgn be sure that things 
in Washington are going a lot 
better than many 1 people think. 

Therefore, the need for the 
brass bands and the buglers. 

The Eisenhower men . . . plus 
Mr. Eisenhower himself . . . also 
need to speak Ap . . . need to 
speak loudly and cleaiiy ... to 
tell what is going on. 

For confidence in the govern¬ 
ment is essential to sound busi¬ 
ness and a sound nation.

Highlights of the December 
meeting of the Board of Direc¬ 
tors of the Newton Y.M.C.A. 
held recently were a preliminary 
report of the Two-State Older 
Boys’ Conference held Decem¬ 
ber 4, 5 and 6, in Newton and the 
presentation of the Association’s 
1954 budget for formal approval. 

Dr. Prentiss L. Pemberton, 
chairman of the committee in 
charge of conference local ar¬ 
rangements, stated that 500 dele¬ 
gates had attended the confer¬ 
ence. He stated that a hundred 
Newton persons either acted as 
hosts and hostesses to the boys 
for the weekend or worked on 
the conference in other ways. He 
thanked these individuals, the 
Eliot Congregational, and the 
Newton Methodist, and Newton- 
vllle Methodist churches and the 
Newton School Department for 
opening buildings for conference 
use. Members of the Newton 
Y.M.C.A. Women’s Auxiliary al¬ 
so took care of a portion of the 
boys’ meals at the Friday night 
and Saturday noon hovrs. 

Rev. Lawrence L. Durgin of 
Providence gave three short ad¬ 
dresses and organized small dis¬ 
cussion groups on “The Signi¬ 
ficance of ,1” “My Share of We,” 
and “And Now Tomorrow.” Dean 
Charles Havice of Northeastern 
University closed the conference 
with an address on “To Estab¬ 
lish Tomorrow.” 

The conference banquet, held 
at Newton High School gym¬ 
nasium, featured by the installa¬ 
tion of the new officers for 1954 
preceded the conference party 
in the gymnasium. 

Serving with Dr. Pemberton on 
the committee by planning local 
arrangements were Mrs. William 
Diman who was in charge of ob¬ 
taining homes for delegates, H.

Are Stressed by Registrar Kin g 


Chairman Rudolph F. King and 
members of the new Massachu¬ 
setts Highway Safety Committee 
of which His Excellency, Chris¬ 
tian A. Herter, Governor of the 
Commonwealth, is Honorary 
Chairman, today issued the fol¬ 
lowing release concerning Christ¬ 
man holiday hazards. 

It is pointed out that during 
the Christmas holiday periods of 
the past four years, a total of 65 
men, women, and children have 
been killed in traffic accidents on 
the highways of the Common¬ 
wealth. In 1949 during the four- 
day week end, 16 persons were 
killed; in 1950, 22 fatalities were

“Records at the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles show that Christ¬ 
mas holiday week-end conditions 
are such that greater effort must 
be expended by motorists, pe¬ 
destrians and enforcement offi¬ 
cials if the death rate is to be 
reduced this year. The hazards 


will be Intensified because of the 
increase in the number of regis¬ 
tered motor vehicles and licensed 
operators and the expected heavy 
travel over the Commonwealth’s 
highways,” said Chairman King. 
“The Massachusetts Highway 
Safety Committee appeals to all 
highway users — whether motor¬ 
ist or pedestrian — to give high¬ 
way safety greater attention dur¬ 
ing the coming holiday week-end 
tha never before. The traffic ac¬ 
cident death rate is a challenge 
to public action which requires 
the whole hearted cooperation of 
everyone concerned with highway 
safety. Accidents are caused; 
they do not just happen. Unrea¬ 
sonable speed and operating af¬ 
ter drinking are the two major 
causes of traffic fatalities over 
the Christmas holiday period. In¬ 
vestigations reveal that in the

Seven popular Christmas 
Games have been compiled by 
Blanche C. McGowan of the Com¬ 
munity Recreation Service of 
Boston. Ic., and are presented as 
follows: 

Beit Clap 

This is an elimination game 
that is hilarious. Before the game 
begins, either thumbtack on the 
walls, or scatter on the floor in 
the circle, good-sized paper bells 
(or any cut-outs symbolic of any 
holiday) one less than the num¬ 
ber of the people taking part in 
the game. All the players join 
hands in the large circle and 
march around briskly to the mus¬ 
ic (or have your group sing its 
own srrg) until a signal is given 
to stop. Everyone then runs 
quickly and puts his hand on a 
bell (or his foot on it, If the bells 
are on the floor). One person will 
be left out. He leaves the game. 
Remove one bell and resume 
playing. Do this until only one 
bell remains. The player who suc¬ 
ceeds in clapping his hand or 
foot on the one remaining bell is 
the winner. 

Christmas Shopping -ielay 
Formation 

Divide the groups into teams 
of equal numbers. Members of 
teams line up behind each other, 
back of a starting line. A chair, 
or some other object is placed op¬ 
posite each team at the other end 
of the room. 

Materials needed: Several gaily 
v.- apped Christmas bundles, all 
sizes, for each team. 

Procedure: Place a pile of bun¬ 
dles on the floor in front j{ each 
team. On a signal player No. 1 
picks up the bundles, runs to the 
other end of the room, goes 
around the chair, and back to 
her team and drops the bundles 


on the floor in front of player 
No. 2. Player No. 2 picks up bun¬ 
dles, makes the trip, and drops 
them in front of player No. 3. 
Each player makes the trip. The 
first team to finish and have the 
bundles on the floor in front of 
No. 1 wins. If a bundle is drop¬ 
ped during the trip the player 
must pick It up and continue. 
Having a large number of bun¬ 
dles of all shapes and sizes makes 
it more fun.

All men form circle in center 
of the room. Girls stand in cir¬ 
cle about them. Whisper to the 
men the name of Christmas toys, 
giving girls duplicate names. 
Start the music and the circles 
revolve in opposite directions 
with every person acting out his 
toy. The boy who has an imagi¬ 
nary drum tries to locate the girl 
who has been given a drum to 
act our also. 

Surprise Package 

Materials needed: Whistle and 
prize. 

Wrap a very small, inexpensive 
prize in Christmas wrappings. 
Put the wrapped gift into another 
box and wrap this box. Put Into 
another box and wrap. Continue 
doing this until the gif has been 
wrapped about ten times. 

Procedure: Players sit ?n a cir¬ 
cle with one player holding gift. 
At a signal the players begin 
passing the gift to Lhe right. 
When the whistle blows the play¬ 
er holding the gift takes off the 
first wrapping. When the first 
wrapping is removed the gift is 
again passed until the whistle 
blows. Again one wrapping is re¬ 
moved by the person holding the 
box when the whistle blows. This 
continues until the last wrapping 
is removed and the gift is un¬ 


wrapped. The girl removing the 
last wrapping may keep the gift.

ribbon for every two persons 
present.) To one end of each rib¬ 
bon is tied a piece of mistletoe 
and to the other a piece of holly. 
The ring is then cut and those 
holding the same ribbon are part¬ 
ners. 

Holly and Mistletoe 

Play around a large table (or 
small one placed together). When 
all the guests are seated, pre¬ 
sent each with a bag containing 
10 candy kisses. Hand one of the 
guests also a sprig of mistletoe, 
and then give to the person sit¬ 
ting directly opposite him a piece 
of holly. (Artificial holly is more 
durable!) Then the leader, stand¬ 
ing a few feet from one end of 
the table, explains that when he 
says "Ready” he will close his 
eyes and count up to 10. While 
he is counting, the holly and 
mistletoe must be passed rapidly 
to the right. (The counting may 
be slow or rapid, but it is better 
to count unevenly in order that 
it may be harder to gauge the 
time for passing.) At the count 
of 10, leader opens his eyes and 
looks for the person holding the 
sprig of holly. He mus. give a 
"kiss” to the person holding the 
mistletoe. 

The game continues until some¬ 
one succeds in doubling his kiss¬ 
es (candy, that is) twenty of 
them. That person is the winner 
and is entitled to a prize. Or, set 
a time limit for the game to be 
played and award a prize to the 
person having the most kisses in 
his possession at the end of that 
time.

No Comment

Senator Irving M. Ives, Repub¬ 
lican of New York, has made 
clear that he favors the widest 
possible use of voluntary pro¬ 
cesses in the promotion of bet¬ 
ter employer-employee relation¬ 
ships. This has been his attitude 
throughout his long career In 
public life, both In the state of 
New York and In the United 
States Senate, and Is still his at¬ 
titude as of today. 

The senator feels that the em¬ 
ployment of legal compulstion 
defeats rather than fosters any 
effort to develop a closer under¬ 
standing and conciliatory atti¬ 
tude at the employer-employee 
level. 

The senator expressed these 
thoughts in duscussing what he 
said was a gross misunderstand¬ 
ing of S. 1729, jointly sponsored 
by himself and Senator Douglas, 
Democrat of Illinois. Senator 
Douglas, through his administra¬ 
tive asistant, Frank W. McCul¬ 
loch, has expressed views similar 
to those of Mr. Ives In advocat¬ 
ing the voluntary approach. The 
Ives-Douglas measure would 
amend the preamble of the Taft- 
Hartley Act to put Congress on 
record as favoring the use of all 
forms of corfciliation before the 
legal compulsions in the Taft- 
Hartley Act are employed. 

To prevent further misunder¬ 
standing the Senator says he is 
willing to amend the bill as soon 
as Congress convenes in order 
to remove any doubt or ambigu¬ 
ity regarding the exercise of legal 
compulsion. In making this an¬ 
nouncement, Senator Ives said 
that his attitude with respect to 
the use of voluntary processes 
had been clearly stated in 1940 
while a member of the New York 
State Assembly in these words: 

"The most satisfactory and 
happiest human relationships are 
the product not of legal compul¬ 
sion, but rather of a voluntary de¬ 
termination among human beings 
to cooperate with one another. 
Though we may legislate to the 
end of time, there never will be 
industrial peace and harmony 


without good faith, Integrity, a 
high degree of responsibility, and 
a real desire to cooperate on the 
part of all parties concerned. 
Without this spirit of good will, 
all of the social, economic, and 
labor laws of man will prove 
eventually to be in vain.” 

This willingness by Senator 
Ives to revise his bill will remove 
much misunderstanding and con¬ 
cern which has existed in busi¬ 
ness circles over the intent of 
of the measure. 

The Secret Diary of Harold L. 
Ickes (it’s a book worth reading) 
is providing documentary evi¬ 
dence of the off-hand manner in 
which the New Dealers tossed 
off vital decisions affecting Amer¬ 
ican business, often to the detri¬ 
ment of the country — which 
moans the public. 

The Ickes book says that the 
late President Roosevelt, after 
talking to a couple of people, de¬ 
cided to go off the Gold Stand¬ 
ard. The first Secretary of the 
Treasury, the late William H. 
Woodin .heard of it was when 
he walked into the President’s 
office and heard Mr. Roosevelt 
exclaim: "We have just gone off 
gold”. Incidentally, the question 
of returning to the Gold Stand¬ 
ard will be considered at the 
Capitol this winter as the Sen¬ 
ate Banking Committee plans to 
hold hearings on a bill proposing 
its restoration. 

Republican grumbling: There’s 
a lot of it In private. Taft Re¬ 
publicans hold Dewey Republi¬ 
cans guilty of trying to run them 
(Taft Republicans) out of the 
party. Some in the Taft Camp 
suspect the Dewey Group of try¬ 
ing to organize opposition to 
them in forthcoming Primary 
contests. The Taft group does 
not blame Mr. Eisenhower . . . 
say he knows nothing about it 
. . . but they do blame Dewey- 
minded advisors to Mr. Eisen¬ 
hower. One thing is certain: 
This climate is not healthy for 
Republicans on the verge of the 
1954 Congressional Elections.

Bethlehem was a simple little town in 
the hills, of no particular importance or con¬ 
sequence at the time. 

Mary and Joseph arrived weary and late 
only to find that the inn was crowded and 
that there was no room for them there. 

With other latc-comers they took shelter 
in the stable, and there the Child was born. 

The beginning could hardly have been 
any more simple, and that simplicity was 
characteristic of Christ himself and of his 
teaching. 

His Sermon on the Mount was a mas¬ 
terpiece of simplicity. He spoke in a simple 
tongue, in terms of the beasts of the for¬ 
est, the birds of the air and the lilies of 
the field. 

Hs simple words live on, and His great 
story needs no adornments. It is one which 
the rulers of Godless philosophy, en¬ 
trenched behind Iron Curtains, would do well 
to study. 

He is revered; the kings and captains who 
marched up and down the land, as He was 
being born, are forgotten. It is the Birth in 
the stable we commemorate 1953 years later; 
not the gathering at the crowded inn where 
Mary and Joseph could find no room. 

• • • • 

As this Christmas approaches in all its 
splendor and glory, the thoughts of many 
ex-servicemen will turn back to other Yule- 
tides, when there was little meaning to the 
words, “On earth peace to men of goodwill.” 

There was the dark, grim Christmas, just 
12 years ago, when men and women, still 
stunned by the Japanese attack upon Pearl 
Harbor, did their best to see that the chil¬ 
dren had a good Yuletide. 

The nation had been plunged into war 18 
days before Christmas. Japanese bombs and 
Japanese treachery had dealt us a tremen¬ 
dous blow, and on Christmas Day we hadn’t 
recovered from the impact of it. 

As the Yuletide dawned in 1941, Am¬ 
erican hearts were heavy. General Mac- 
Arthur and his men were retreating tow¬ 
ard Bataan to begin what was to be an 
historic stand. Crews of workmen labored 
around the clock at Pearl Harbor to repair 
the wounds inflicted on our navy. The 
Russians were under siege at Stalingrad. 

There was Christmas, 1944, eight years 
ago, when Americans waited tensely for 
word as to the outcome of the fight U. S. 
troops were waging in the Battle of the 
Bulge to contain a last desperate German 
offense. 

That was the last Christmas some Am¬ 
erican boys were to spend on earth. 

Eight days before the Yuletide, after 
many allied troops had been moved back 
to rest camps for the holiday period, panzer 
divisions under von Runstedt had swirled 
suddenly out of the December mist, hitting 
furiously at the thinnest points in the Am¬ 
erican and French lines. 

The Luftwaffe flew overhead, and the 
Nazis drove for the Meuse. Their objective 
was to be in Paris by mid-January. 

Day after day, the impetus of their of¬ 
fensive carried the Nazi legions deeper inta 
Belgium and Luxembourg. Americans back 
home somberly read the despatches at the 
height of the holiday season telling of the 
continuing German advance. 

On the day before Christmas the German 
drive was finally halted as American forces 
counter-attacked in the narrow valleys and 
rugged snow-covered hills of the Ardennes. 

Newspaper headlines on Christmas morn¬ 
ing reported that U. S. troops had hit back 
and that the Nazis had been stopped. 

But on the hitter, cold Christmas Day 
in 1944 the Germans hurst toward the 
Meuse in a fierce new show of armed pow¬ 
er. American GI’s, many of them un¬ 
seasoned in battle, thrown into the breach 
in an extreme emergency, fought back 
dogged hut grudgingly gave ground be¬ 
fore the force of the Nazi onslaught. 

American air forces, which had been 
grounded for days by heavy fog, darkened 
the skies that Christmas Day in a mighty at¬ 
tack, leaving destruction in their wake. 
Somehow the German divisions took their 
blows and kept advancing. American sol¬ 
diers died in their tracks to halt the drive. 

Field hospitals were overrun. American 
and German doctors worked side by side in 
the same tents administering to the wound¬ 
ed. No one was sure who was whose prison¬ 
er. The busy doctors didn’t stop to ask. 

Fierce fighting raged in Luxembourg, 
France and Belgium. 

An American relief force was fighting its 
way north in an attempt to reach the gar¬ 
rison cut off in the Belgian road block centre 
of Bastogne in the heart of the German push. 

It wasn’t until two days after Christmas

that the relief units established contact with 
the men who had been penned up in Bas¬ 
togne for nine long days. 

No quarter was given. German planes 
In daylight bombed two U. S. hospitals, 
killing 15 person sand wounding 1000. A 
group of 150 Amerieans taken prisoners 
near Malmedy, Belgium, were herded into 
a field and 135 mowed down and killed. 

American troops counter-attacked in a 
blinding snowstorm, and the Germans reeled 
from the hammer blows of the men under 
Hodges and Patton. The sector between the 
Meuse and Moselle Rivers blazed. 


Gradually, relentlessly, in the days just 
after Christmas the German bulge was 
straightened out. 

A lot of American boys will never forget 
that Christmas—or the prayers that were 
offered from fox holes to the Prince of 
Peace. 

• • • • 

Ordinarily, In this column just before 
Christmas the writer pens a letter to Santa 
Claus in behalf of some of our more deserv¬ 
ing politicos, but the problem this year is a 
little complicated because too many of them 
seem to want the same thing, and some of 
them appear to be having trouble deciding 
just what they do want. 

Old Mr. S. Claus, skilled and versatile 
as he is, couldn’t produce what most of them 
want before next November’s election, and 
even then he’d have quite a problem decid¬ 
ing in which of the many stockings he’d 
deposit his choice plums. 

If we were going to write a letter to the 
old boy for some of our leading statesmen, 
these are the requests we might make: 

For Governor Christian A. Herter and 
Boston’s Mayor John B. Hynes Santa could 
bring a “painless’ 1 route for the much dis¬ 
cussed Central Artery and a magic for¬ 
mula for wiping out the MTA defificit 
without making anybody pay anything. 

Ex-Governor Paul A. Dever would like 
a comfortable seat in the U. S. Senate, and 
Leverett Saltonstall would appreciate the 
same. That’s really a doozer, Santa, because, 
while Mr. Saltonstall is tall and thin, and Mr. 
Dever is shorter and unthin, the two could 
never squeeze into the same seat. 

All Attorney General Fingold would like 
would be Francis E. Kelley as his Democratic 
adversary again next autumn. 

Colorful, ebullient Lieutenant Governor 
Sumner G. Whittier would like plenty of 
crowds on which to practice his very con¬ 
siderable oratorical talents. 

State Treasurer Foster Furcolo would 
like the Governorship which Mr. Herter has 
iced away for at least another year, and the 
ADA would like some Massachusetts politi¬ 
cian to love them the way Adlai Stevenson 
and Ha^y Truman do. 

AflPsi would appreciate it if you would 
bring him a few more ear-catching quips. 
The funny thing about Adlai is that no¬ 
body could get him to run for the Presi¬ 
dency before the convention in 1952, and 
now nobody can stop him for running even 
though he appears to be engaged in a long 
distance marathon. 

President Eisenhower would like a Re¬ 
publican Congress delivered in January, 
1955, and Senator Joe McCarthy wants a 
couple of communist spies who never heard 
of the Fifth Amendment.

Mrs. Arnold Kleindients brought a charge 
of third-degree assault against her husband 
in Buffalo, alleging that after she shoved a 
spoonful of hot cauliflower into her dozing 
spouse’s mouth, ne “exploded from under the 
bedclothes,” punched her in the jaw, knock¬ 
ed her down and placed his foot on her neck 
“with considerable force.” Evidently, the 
man doesn’t like cauliflower. 

Judge George Patton of Gastonia, N. C., 
declared a mistrial when a front-row juror 
broke into a defense-attorney’s loud-voiced 
arguments to declare: “I don't want you 
hollering in my face.” 
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A resident of Charlestown, W. Va., lighted 
a morning cigarette. It tasted so bad, he 
later told police, that he slit his throat, hit 
himself on the head 13 times with a hammer 
and set himself on fire. When he recovered, 
police brought arson charges against him, 
and he was ordered to pay for the damage 
to his room.

After breaking into a bottling plant in 

New London, Conn., Alfred Mills, tripped 
over a burglar alarm and went right on ran¬ 
sacking the place. “I’m hard of hearing,” 
he subsequently explained to the puzzled 
police, who found him busily at work.

N. J., explained to the court that the reason 
she filed a suit for separate maintenance 
was that her husband had insisted she lose

‘Behind Scenes in American Business”

The information contained in this weekly summary of happen¬ 
ings in the world of business and industry has been obtained from 
sources we consider reliable but is not guaranteed. Opinions and 
forecasts are based upon careful analysis but are subject to change 
without notice. 

Unforgotten Vegetable — Lou¬ 
isiana is enjoying an industrial 
boom, but the state has not for¬ 
gotten that its position as No. 
1 producer of yams still contrib¬ 
utes a sizeable portion of its in¬ 
come. 

State agricultural extension 
workers and A & P Food Stores 
annually co-sponsor a 4-H Club 
yam growing contest. Young 
farmers vie with one another, as 
well as their elders, in produc¬ 
ing more yams of better quality. 
The victors accompany a car¬ 
load of yams to some large 
northern city, to see their wares 
marketed. Thus the future farm¬ 
er not only learns efficient pro¬ 
duction methods, ho also sees 
how much efficent marketing 
methods add to the value of his 
crop. 

Gov. Robert Kcnnon recently 
proclaimed a statewide 4-H Yam 
Week to honor last year’s eight 
winners, each of whom raised 
several times as many yams on 
his acreage as the average yield 
irr the state. 

What Makes Sales — An incon¬ 
clusive argument went on around 
New York last week until the 
end of the newspaper strikes 
made the question merely aca¬ 
demic: 

What happened to New York 
department stores’ sales as a 
result of the strike which saw 
the seven daily papers disappear 
from the newstands? 

Sales totals were down 5 per 
cent from 1952 levels, in the 
week ending December 5. That 
much Is certain. The week earlier 
the decline had been 7 per cent. 
So — 

Did Christmas’ seasonal pull¬ 
ing power outweigh the loss of 
visible advertising. Did radio and 
television fill the gap? Did the 
Sunday editions of November 29, 
which appeared in curtailed 
form, pull customers through the 
ensuing week? ? 

Continuance of the strike 
would have given some fairly 
definite answer to those ques¬ 
tions, but no one was that eager 
to learn them. 

Bits O’ Business — While con¬ 
struction keeps setting new rec¬ 
ords from year to year, the Na¬ 
tional Industrial Conference 
Board calculates that, had the 
dollars remained the same size, 
construction per capita in 1953 
would have been only 88.5 per 
cent of the 1927 figure . . . Ex¬ 
pansion of plants near United 
Steel’s big Fairlcss Works in the 
Delaware Valley has been more 
in consumer goods than in lines 
that fabricate steel, says the Phi¬ 
ladelphia Federal Reserve Bank 
. . . The Supreme Court refused 
to reinstate nine employees who 
sought to win a strike by ridi¬ 
culing their employer’s product. 


Two of the more sensitive ba¬ 
rometers of economic change, the 
stock market and the wholesale 
price index, have not only re¬ 
fused to foreshadow a downturn, 
but have been reluctant to re¬ 
flect even the decline which has 
already taken place in U.S. Indus¬ 
trial production. 

The Federal Reserve Board in¬ 
dex of production is down near¬ 
ly 7 per cent from its post- 
Korean peak of 243 reached last 
March. The wholesale price in¬ 
dex, which in March stood at 110 
per cent of the 1947-49 average, 
has just been calculated at 109.9 
for November. 

The most commonly used in¬ 
dex of stock prices, tho Dow- 
Jones Industrial Average, did 
fall 20 points from May to June, 
before industrial weakness ac¬ 
tually developed. Since* then it 
has climbed back to the May 
level. 

Individual prices have not 
stood still. Farm prices are down, 
and so are foods. Major metals 
are more costly. Weaknesses 
may spread, but the absence of 
a general price decline rather 
argues that business will im¬ 
prove instead. 

Coffee Changes — In view of 
the long popularity of coffee in 
the American home one would 
expect drinkers to be firmly set 
in their purchasing and drinking 
habits of this favorite beverage. 
The reverse is the actual case. 

Just in the last year, the Amer¬ 
ican Can Company found in a 
survey of buying habits, fami¬ 
lies taking home their coffee in 
vacuum-packed cans rose from 
51.5 per cent of all questioned, 
to 54.5 per cent. Instant coffees 
show a market rise to 16.7 per 
cent — doubling the proportion 
held in 1950. Coffee in paper hit 
a new low of 25.6 per cent — a 
one-quarter drop from three 
years ago. 

Over a longer period, the trend 
to vacuum-packed coffee in cans 
is steady; can sales have in¬ 
creased 44 per cent since 1940. 

Things to Como — Twenty- 
four of a new pill daily for a 
year is the recommended dose to 
heal your ulcer ... A new die- 
tating machine records the 
speaker’s words magnetically on 
an endless belt . . . An outside 
thermometer lets a home freezer 
check temperature without let¬ 
ting in warm air . . . After an 
electronic gauge “watches” a 
strip of hot steel through a mill 
to make sure of its exact width, 
final checking-up is done by roll¬ 
ing the steel over a plain pine 
board and measuring the width 
of the char. . . Lightweight con¬ 
crete walls, cast in pieces as 
large as 9 x 32 feet, are the com¬ 
ponents of a new prefabricated 
house.

Human Relations 
Discussed by 
Bowen P.T.A. 


A panel on human relations 
was the subject of the Bowen 
School P.T.A. meeting held ear¬ 
lier this month; Mr. Prentiss 
Pemberton, Professor of Social 
Ethics and former P.T.A. presi¬ 
dent, was the moderator, who 
Introduced the following panel 
speakers: 

Mrs. Muriel Snowden. Director 
of Freedom House, in Roxbury; 
Mr. Robert Segal, Director of the 
Jewish Community Council; Mr. 
Richardson Rice, Director of N.E. 
Home for Little Wanderers. 

Mrs. Snowden spoke with In¬ 
fectious enthusiasm of progress 
made In helping young people to 
understand each other. She spoke 
of the need for clear and careful 
definitions in such a discussion, 
and described prejudice as “be¬ 
ing down on something you’re 
not up on”. Mrs. Snowden em¬ 
phasized that a "grass roots" at¬ 
titude of applying good neigh¬ 
borliness, in fact, is the best start¬ 
ing point. 

Mr. Segal spoke of the need 
for developing such a practical 
attitude in view of existing evi¬ 
dences of racial discrimination 
in Newton. He pointed out that 
parents instill in children those 
comparative attitudes which the 
family considers essential to “get 
ahead", and the child first learns 
in the home the yardstick to use 
in judging others. He also stres¬ 
sed the need for basic under¬ 
standing and co-opoation on the 
parental level to prevent habits 
of biased social judgments being 
taught to children. He quoted 
Thomas Aquinas’ definition of 
prejudice, “ill Intention without 
warrant”. 

Mr. Rice stressed the fact that, 
children absorb more than the 
tongue can teach, and that in¬ 
deed “what we do, speaks so 
loud that the child can’t hear 
what we say". He emphasized 
the need for. love, security, and 
understanding in the home as a 
basic starting point to build a 
balanced community. He express¬ 
ed the belief that each child 
should be taught the need to 
carefully evaluate the fine, the 
best, and the desirable, and then 
prejudicial discrimination would 
be known for what it is. 

Since the question period went 
all too quickly and many ques¬ 
tions submitted had to be left 
unanswered because of lack of 
time, Mr. Pemberton suggested 
that the interest aroused should 
be channeled into practical ex¬ 
pressions such as the forming 
of small discussion groups meet¬ 
ing with a person competently 
trained in social relations, keep¬ 
ing the formal organization to a 
minimum. He expressed the hope 
that interested individuals would 
undertake definite plans to Ini¬ 
tiate some such program.

1) 
city next year by the state and 
county, since they share in the 
cost of the road’s rebuilding. 
Actually, the $55,000 amounts to 
an advance by the city on the 
funds owed to the contractor by 
Middlesex County and the Com- 
momvealth. 

The new lot size regulations 
for residential areas were ap¬ 
proved with a dissenting vote. 
Exempted from the new zoning 
regulations are lots already 
established, although they may 
be below the new minimum sizes, 
and any land that backs up 
against state property. 

A $6500 appropriation for a 
drain outlet In the public por¬ 
tion of Country Club road, Oak 
Hill, was approved, but similar 
drainage improvements in two 
sections of Oak Hill were held 
by the public works committee. 

The main part of the meeting 
was taken up with routine trans¬ 
fers of funds and by minor mat¬ 
ters to be evened out before the 
end of the year. 

At the end of the session. Pres¬ 
ident Wendell R. Bauckman 
praised the eight aldermen who 
had not asked for re-election 
and would leave the board on 
January 1. He singled out for 
special praise Kenneth E. Prior, 
who had served for many years 
j as chairman of the public works 
J committee, and Ernest G. Ange- 
vine, who had seen many years 
j service as head of the claims and 
rules committee.

Change to MDC Water System 
Will Be Completed in January 
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SIMPLE, DIGNIFIED CEREMONY TO BE 
OBSERVED ATWHITMORE'S INAUGURAL 


The gradual switchover by 
the city from its independent 
water supply to Metropolitan 
District Commission water will 
probably be completed some¬ 
time in January, following 
three years and a quarter-mil¬ 
lion dollars worth of construc¬ 
tion. 

The project would have been 
completed earlier, but a work 
stoppage at the factory manu¬ 
facturing vital pumps delayed 
the final steps. The strike has 
now been settled and the ma¬ 
chinery is en route to New¬ 
ton. 

However, some work will 
probably have to be done after 
the completion of the switch¬ 
over, since new water mains 
may be required in a few sec¬ 
tions of the city to insure suf¬ 
ficient pressure. The exact 
amount of work needed can¬ 
not be told until the mains are 
actually tested. 

The city’s $250,000 for the 
transfer went for the erection 
of a reservoir on Hartman 
road. Oak Hill, at the cost of 
about $100,000 and $150,000 for 


a new 30-inch main recently 
placed along Commonwealth 
avenue from the new MDC 
Pumping Station to Centre 
street, Newton Centre. The lat¬ 
ter figure represented half the 
cost of the project. 

Newton also transferred the 
auxiliary pumping station on 
Ward street, Newton Centre, 
to the Metropolitan District 
Commission. The new station 
which is awaiting the delivery 
of the pumps is on Dudley 
road, Newton Centre. 

The Newton Highlands 
pumping station on Needham 
street will be retained by the 
city until the water pressure 
situation has been tested after 
the changeover. Once the pres¬ 
sure in that area is satisfac¬ 
tory, the dozen men employed 
there will be hired by the MDC. 

The water works located in 
Needham will be retained for 
emergency use. The changeover 
will not mean too much of a 
change for the city, since the 
entire north side has been 
serviced by the MDC for al¬ 
most two years.

An MDC swimming pool, 
which had been sought by 
Newton for location in this city 
at the Ncwton-Watertown line, 
will definitely be constructed 
in the spring at Doaltry Beach, 
Watertown. 

In announcing the plans for 
the construction, State Senate 
President Richard I. Furbush 
declared there was no chance 
that the pool would be trans¬ 
ferred to another location. 
"This has been set by an act 
of the legislature and $85,000 
has been appropriated for the 
work." 

Dealtry Beach, which is lo¬ 
cated on Pleasant street, Wa¬ 
tertown, across the C/arles 
River from Allison Park, New¬ 
ton, was opened as a river 
bathing beach in 1939. Since 
the opening of the Metropoli¬ 


tan District Commission pool 
in Brighton three years ago, 
the Watertown beach has not 
been used for swimming. 

Sen. Furbush reported that 
building the pool at Dealtry 
Beach will save the MDC ap¬ 
proximately $60,000, since there 
already is a bathhouse on the 
site. The bathhouse cost $38,000 
in 1939 and would cost about 
$60,000 to replace now if an¬ 
other location was chosen. 

The senator said he wants 
the pool to be large enough to 
accommodate as many persons 
as possible so there will be 
room for Watertown children 
who now swim at the Brighton 
and Waltham MDC pools. He 
also asked that the pool be 
floodlighted for adult swim¬ 
ming in the early evening.

Herter Calls on Bay Staters 
To Join Battle Against Polio 


In ceremonies at the State 
House In Boston, Governor 
Christian A. Herter heaped 
praise on the forthcoming gigan¬ 
tic Polio Prevention program of 
the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis and officially 
proclaimed January as "March 
of Dimes Month," calling on all 
citizens of the Bay State to join 
in the fight. 

On hand to receive the pro¬ 
clamation from the governor, in 
the name of the National Foun¬ 
dation, was a young polio vic¬ 
tim from Wakefield, Dennis 
Meagher. Only seven years old, 
Dennis has had polio since the 
age of three but, through March 
of Dimes funds, has received 
treatment which has helped im¬ 
prove his condition to the point 
where he is once again attend¬ 
ing school and leading a near 
normal life. 

The official proclamation read: 

“Whereas, Polio represents 
the only major disease which is 
still on the increase and whose 


cost for patient care is normally 
far in excess of the ability of 
most victims to pay; and 

“Whereas, the National Foun¬ 
dation for Infantile Paralysis 
last year made a major contri¬ 
bution to the prevention of polio 
and its crippling effects through 
the use of Gamma Globulin, 
which last year cost the “March 
of Dimes" $5,500,000 for mass 
inoculations in critical areas; 
and 

“Whereas, the National Foun¬ 
dation for Infantile Paralysis is 
increasing its Gamma Globulin 
Polio Prevention program, in 
1954 and will expend another 
$19,000,000 for the purchase, 
distribution and mass inocula¬ 
tion of this valuable blood frac¬ 
tion; and 

"Whereas, the National Foun¬ 
dation for Infantile Paralysis is 
launching a fourth front, “Polio 
Prevention" and hopefully looks

No Pond Safe 
For Skaters 
Despite Cold 

Chief Philip Purcell of the 
Newton Police Department and 
C. Evan Johnson, director of the 
Recreation Department, in a 
joint statement report that the 
recent “cold snap" was not suffi¬ 
cient for safe skating on any 
of the ponds within our city. 

They further point out that 
with the approaching Christmas 
vacation season the children will 
look forward to skating. Parents 
are urged to play safe. Insist 
that the children skate only in 
those areas that have been 
tested and are supervised by the 
Recreation Department. 

“Youth is enthusiastic and will 
take chances that the ice is 
safe," the statement read. They 
will also continue to skate when 
it thaws. Parents must remem¬ 
ber: play safe — know where 
your children are skating. The 
skating areas are Bullough’s 
Pond, Crystal Lake, Ware’s 
Cove and Edmands Park.

This tire can be re¬ 
moved by simply unscrewing 
the nut which holds it. When 
thrown to a person in the water, 
it will support and keep afloat 
three or four full-grown men. 

Should you see someone in 
distress this method is of in¬ 
valuable assistance. Roll, slide, 
or push fully mounted tire over 
the ice to the point where the 
victim can reach it and support 
himself until assistance arrives. 
Have someone call for help im¬ 
mediately while you are getting 
the spare tire to the person in 
trouble.

Mayor-elect Howard Whitmore, Jr., 
has performed such distinguished service 
as a member of the State Legislature that 
Republican leaders there have done every¬ 
thing possible to persuade him to divide 
his time for the next year between New¬ 
ton City Hall and the State House. Whit¬ 
more declined and will devote himself ex¬ 
clusively to his municipal duties. . 

As the administrations change, with the 
end of the old year and the start of the 
new, there is mingled regret over the de¬ 
parture of Mayor Lockwood and gratifica¬ 
tion that he is turning over the reins of 
the city government to such capable 
hands.

President Eisenhower and Gov. Herter 
Can Point to Creditable Achievements 

The year now nearing its end was not 
a particularly momentous one from a poli¬ 
tical standpoint, yet it wrote many im¬ 
portant chapters in history. 

At the outset of 1953 new men moved 
to the head of our state and national gov¬ 
ernments, Dwight D. Eisenhower into the 
White House, Christian A. Herter into 
the State House. 

Both can point to creditable records 
for their first year in office. 

President Eisenhower moved with ex¬ 
treme caution during the early stages of 
the year and appeared to be feeling his 
way along. At the year’s close there are 
Indications that the transition period is 
about over and that he is ready to assume 
a more forceful direction of the national 
government. 

His legislative record of achievements 
was not an impressive one, largely be¬ 
cause Congress put off more matters than 
it acted upon, leaving a great deal to be 
done in 1954. But it was still not a com¬ 
pletely negative year. 

The Eisenhower administration did 
bring an end to the fighting in Korea, 
however uneasy the truce in that trou¬ 
bled country. Some of the historians 
have been pointing out that we lost our 
first war. If that isn’t quite accurate, 
the fact also is that we didn’t win it, 
either. But Ike brought a cessation to 
the fighting and bloodshed in a see-saw 
war that was getting nowhere. 

Hs regime slashed governmental ex¬ 
penditures. Beginning the first week in 
1954 millions of persons whose earnings 
are great enough so that they pay federal 
income taxes will get larger take-home 
pay because of a 10 percent tax cut result¬ 
ing from the automatic expiration of a 
temporary increase voted by Congress 
in 1951. 

In mid-autumn there were unmistake- 
able signs of public dissatisfaction that 
President Eisenhower and the 83rd Con¬ 
gress didn’t get more done than they did, 
and the Republicans lost two congression¬ 
al seats they had always won before. 

As one observer phrased it, the G.O.P. 
lost just about everything that was los- 
able. But if the. political pendulum was 
moving toward the Democratic side, as 
appeared to be the case, its progress was 
abruptly halted when the Harry Dexter 
White case exploded. 

There were two offshoots from that 
case on which the book hasn’t been closed. 

It brought President Eisenhower and 
Senator McCarthy into what amounted to 
direct conflict, and it incensed many De¬ 
mocrats who felt that the Republicans 


were trying to build their own political 
fortunes by picturing members of the op- j 1 
posite party as soft toward communism. | 

With only slim G.O.P. control in the j 
national House, with none at all in the! 
Senate and with many Democrats up in 
arms, the prospect is that President Eisen-1 
hower will face a much more bitter brand I 
of political warfare in 1954 than he did! 
in ’53. 

An odd aspect to the situation also j 
is that many members of Ike’s own 
party were in sharp disagreement with 
his assertion that communism will not 
be an is§ue in the 1954 elections. They 
expect it will be, and some of them will 
strive to make it one. 

Governor Herter can point to a com¬ 
paratively greater record of accomplish¬ 
ments for his period in office than can Ike, 
though he is working, of course, in a much 
smaller field. 

The Governor paved the way for a 
reduction in the State income tax that will 
come before the time for filing returns 
next April. He reorganized several 
branches of the State government and put 
a halt to the hitherto steady rise of State 
expenditures. 

After winning election over ex-Gov- 
ernor Dever by the narrowest of margins 
in November, 1952, Mr. Herter seemingly 
has gained the respect of many people, 
who did not vote for him, by the manner 
in which he has run the State’s affairs. 

He still has the problems of selecting a 
route through downtown Boston for the 
Central Artery and finding a solution to 
the ever-present financial predicament of

One of the unfortunate developments 
on the national scene was the death last 
July of Senator Robert A. Taft, who had 
lost his party’s Presidential nomination a 
little more than 13 months earlier, when it 
appeared to be almost within his grasp. 

It was Taft who held most of the 
G.O.P. factions in line during the early 
months of the Eisenhower administration 
until cancer felled him and forced him into 
a hospital where he was to die July 31. 
The full impact of his loss will not be felt 
until the 1954 Congressional session is un¬ 
derway. His steadying hand is certain 

to be missed then.

Here in Massachusetts the big story of 
the year was the hurricane that swept 
central Massachusetts in the late spring, 
leaving a path of death and destruction in 
its wake. 

Buildings crumbled like rickety card¬ 
board houses before the fury of nature. 
Automobiles were overturned. A baby 
was torn from the arms of its mother and 
carried several hundred yards through the 
air by the raging winds. 

That was one of the emergencies in 
which Governor Herter demonstrated his j 
qualities of leadership.. The State’s 
resources were quickly marshalled to aid 
the people in the stricken area, and the 
rest of the Commonwealth rallied with 
help of all kinds.

The doctor warned that even 
if a community qualifies all 
five conditions, it may not be 
included in the trials because 
of other circumstances. 

“Only second-grade school 
children will be eligible for the j 
trials, and then only if their j 
parents approve in each in¬ 
dividual case,” He said. 

The March of Dimes has es¬ 
timated that the cost of this 
trial vaccine program will be 
$7,000,000 and is in addition to 
the annual costs of patient 
care, research and profession¬ 
al education. It is for these 
reasons that the public is be¬ 
ing urged to give moie gener¬ 
ously than ever during the 
January fundraising cam- 
| paign. 


It’s less than a year since 
Mr. Eisenhower took over the 
Presidency and there has been 
a lot of criticism . . . more 
about what he hasn’t done than 
what he has done.

It Is Time To Know Better 
...Arthur E. Summerfleld 
. . . The Postmaster General 
. . . He's been saving you 
about 1 million a day since he’s 
been in office. The Summer- 
field story is one of those 
stories of the Eisenhower ad¬ 
ministration about which little 
is known . . . but much should 
be known. It’s another reason 
why the Eisenhow’cr adminis¬ 
tration needs a BRASS BAND 
and a BUGLE CORPS to tell 
the public what is going on. 

Mr. Summerfleld happens to 
be one of those businessmen 
. . . whom the New Deal-Fair 
Deal columnists and commen¬ 
tators hold up to ridicule . . . 
but he has a reverence for the 
taxpayers’ dollars. This Is 
something that administrators 
under the New’ Deal-Fair Deal 
did not have. Mr. Summerfield 
learned to respect a dollar by 
working his way up as a real 
estate salesman, an oil dis¬ 
tributor and as owner of one 
of the largest automobile sales 
companies in the nation. 

When he took over his pres¬ 
ent job he found that the Post 
Office Department had drowsed 
on for 20 years in its own 
Sleepy Hollow . . . sort of like 
a modern Rip Van Winkle . . . 
while the world had raced on. 
He could hardly believe when 
he looked at the books of his 
department that the postal def¬ 
icit since 1935 amounted to 
more than all the money that 
Henry Wallace and his succes¬ 
sors as Secretary of Agricul¬ 
ture had spent for the farm 
price support program. 

Another thing which startled 
Mr. Summerfield was. to use 
his ow’n words, “We found no 
certified public accountant in 
this vast money handling or¬ 
ganization.” That is astounding 
when one considers that the 
post office establishment is the 
largest federal commercial- 
type enterprise with expenses 
of over 3 billion per year . . . 
employing more than 500,000 
people . . . and involving a 
business transaction from pos¬ 
tage sales, money orders, pos¬ 
tal savings and the like of more 
than 10 billion annually. 

Well, how did Mr. Summer¬ 
fleld save $1 million a day? He 
did two things: First, lie raised 
postal rates on all classes of 
mail that he could increase 
without obtaining Congression¬ 
al action. On rates that require 
Congressional action, he en¬ 
countered stiff opposition. He 
still has this fight on his hands 
this winter. Second, he began 
putting efficiency into admin¬ 
istration. (This is something 
Washington knew little about 
and a lot of people got mad.) 

Until Mr. Summerfield took 
over . . . the Post Office De¬ 
partment was required by law 
to handle without charge all 
mail from all the other govern¬ 
ment departments, bureaus, 
commissions and agencies. 
There was no check whatso¬ 
ever on the cost of this service. 
Now these departments, agen¬ 
cies and the like must go be¬ 
fore Congress and justify what 
is being spent. This also in¬ 
cludes the free franking priv¬ 
ilege given to members of Con¬ 
gress. This change in pro¬ 
cedure saved the postal service 
about $115 million alone. The 


| increases in postal rates have 
I netted another $200 million. 

Some efficiencies include

Veterans with GI mortgages 
who may wish to cut down their 
interest charges can make ex¬ 
tra payments to the bank at 
any time, to reduce their loan 
balance, the Veterans Adminis¬ 
tration pointed out this week. 

George Ryan, VA’s Malden 
Office representative said that 
home owning GI’s \.ho have ac¬ 
cumulated some money can save 
themselves substantial Interest 
payments, as well as pay off 
their mortgage sooner, by mak¬ 
ing lump sum payments to the 
bank in addition to their regu¬ 
lar monthly payments. 

The minimum extra payment 
a veteran may make is at least 
the amount of one month’s regu¬ 
lar payment, or $100. For the 
l convenience of the veteran, he 
can either make double pay¬ 
ments each month or make 
lumpsum payments from time 
to time, Ryan said. 

The practice of making ad¬ 
vance payments on a mortgage 
is also good insurance against 
a time when the veteran may be 
hardpressed for money. At such 
a time, the veteran may have 
such extra principal payments 
re-applied to keep his loan from 
going Into default, he said.
